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ENFORCING NEUTRAL RIGHTS. ? 


A plea for the rights of neutrals, such rights as we 
have insisted upon in these columns, is presented in a 
work from the Yale University Press, New Haven, en- 
titled, “Economic Aspects of. the War, Neutral Rights, 
Belligerent Claims and American Commerce in the Years 
1914-15.” Its author is Edwin J. Clapp, professor of 
economics, New York University. Professor Clapp 
believes in the vigorous assertion on our part of the 
rights of neutrals, and to this end he considers what 
these rights are and describes what seems to have 
occurred to threaten them, International law is, at the 
best, he tells us, an inadequate recognition of the rights 
of those who keep the peace by those who break it. 
“Yet even such law as there was has been disregarded. 
Blinded by self-interest, the belligerents have inaugurated 


a return to the practices of piracy from which this law - 


has been designed to save us.” 

We quite agree with Professor Clapp in thinking that 
more good might have been accomplished if the greater 
emphasis had not been upon preventing all war, but upon 
confining its damage to those who fight. A great waste 
of human energy is involved in the denunciation of war 
and the academic discussion of the means of preventing 
it. Our self-righteous denunciation of those who have 
been made the victims of war has had no.other result 
than to irritate those who are the subjects of our 
criticism ; just as we were irritated by the characteriza- 
tion by Thomas Carlyle of the war which so sorely tried 
this country as merely the burning out of a smoky 
chimney. 

It is necessary, as we are told by this author, to find 
some form of peaceable compulsion that will bring the 
belligerents back to the limits of law. Now is the time, 
in his opinion, to put an end to the sacrifices of life and 
property demanded of those who choose to remain aloof 
from the conflict. Bold words, my masters, but what is 
involved? There is a possibility in Professor Clapp’s 
suggestion of an embargo of arms for the purpose of 
enforcing our right to trade unhindered with Germany 
and the neutral nations of Europe, in all but contraband 
with German destination as defined in a reasonable 
contraband list. If England objected over her .could be 
held the threat of a food embargo, which would mean 
starvation for her. 

“When both belligerents are breaking the law,” as 
Professor Clapp contends, “and each is claiming the acts 
of the other as justification, the pressure of neutrals 
must be applied to the one which refuses to join in a 
return to law and order. Our problem is to compel that 
joint acceptance of a compromise which we proposed 
in our note to the belligerents in February. Germany 
is ready for acceptance; the pressure must be applied to 
England. 

“With the attainment of this end—the acceptance of 
the Declaration of London and its contraband list by 
England and Germany and the return by Germany to 
lawful use of her war vessels—both belligerents return 
to the limits of law. Neutral trade rights are recovered 
and established for all time. Our excuse for stopping 
the export of arms ceases. In unhindered access to the 
arms supplies of the oversea world, barred to Germany, 
England enjoys a great advantage from her sea power, 
the only advantage which she can be allowed to enjoy 
without destroying the rights of those who have had no 
part in making or. prosecuting this war.” 


ABRIAL ATTACK AND DEFENSE. 


Discussing the importance of aerial attack and defense 
as developed during the present great war, the United 
Service Gazette, of London, points out that it is becom- 
ing abundantly clear that if the maximum of efficiency 
is to be obtained from a certain standard of sea power, 
then sea power must be closely associated with a high 
level of aerial efficiency. ‘The nation which would be 
supreme on the sea, wisely argues the Gazette, must also 
aspire to supremacy in the air. The Gazette tells of the 
prompt move of the British Admiralty in developing 
aviation, and then goes on to say, in part: “We have 
been able to make headway in the development of aerial 
machines, and gain experience by experiment in a way 
that no other nation except our French allies have either 
attempted or achieved. Not less than ourselves, the 
French flying men have shown an aptitude for aerial 
matters which amounts to genius, and there is no longer 
any dispute as to their aerial ascendancy in every theater 
in which this terrible struggle is being fought out. The 
aerial patrols along the coasts and the submarine hunt- 
ing in the offing and narrow waters are already organ- 
ized and linked up with marine patrols in such a way 
as to make them almost a common force, and every 
month sees some development of the principle that the 
naval flying corps is a service in itself rather than a 
branch or arm of a service. The French understand the 
possibilities of separate aerial attack as well, if not even 
better, than ourselves, and have practiced it continually 
ever since we initiated attack, by aerial squadrons and 
fleets by sweeping down on German warships, at an 
epoch-making raid, directed against Cuxhaven, in the 
early months of the war. A great deal is yet in the 
experimental stage in the aerial world, and more espe- 
cially the apparatus connected with sea work, but solu- 
tions to many of the old problems have been obtained by 
men who will not be denied, and what the fighting fleet 
has been made by Britain’s sailors her air fleet is being 
made by her airmen—the best in the world. 

The British Advisory Committee for Aeronautics has 
devoted much attention to the study of stability of aero- 
planes and to improvement of details in construction, as 
well as in regard to aerodynamics. In the National 
Physical Laboratory apparatus has been installed for 
testing airscrews in wind channels and work in. the 
channels has included tests of models of airships and 
their appendages, wings, bodies, tail planes, elevators, 
struts and wires. Officers in charge of the work lay 
much stress on the utility and value of the model tests. 
Autogenous welding has been specially investigated with 
reference to the employment of this method in connection 
with parts of aeroplanes. Harmful variations in com- 
positions have been detected in a large number of cases 
of fractures. ‘The required strength of fabrics under 
the exposed conditions of active service has been carefully 
studied, and the stresses to which aeroplane fabrics are 
subject have been fully tested. Standard conditions for 
tests of these fabrics have been adopted to the mutual 
advantage of both government and manufacturer. 





Diplomacy was the panacea which many people be- 
lieved would cure the world of its old-fashioned habit of 
going to war. England is much disturbed over the latest 
failure of her highly trained diplomats to keep the Bal- 


kan states out of the war—or shall we more correctly - 


say—out of the war on the enemy’s side? Late in Sep- 
tember Sir Edward Grey said: “Our policy has been to 
secure agreement between the Balkan states which would 
assure to each of them, not only independence, but a 
brilliant future, based, as a general principle, on the 
territorial and political union of kindred nationalities. 
Our aim is to further the national aspirations of the 
Balkan states without sacrificing the independence of 
any of them.” The next day Lord Crewe, not disguising 
facts by words so carefully chosen as were those of the 
Secretary of State, said: “From our point of view it is 
immaterial by whom a particular district is occupied, so 
far as our national interests are concerned.” How idle 
it is for gentlemen gifted with glowing phraseology to 
think that fine phrases can disguise history or deceive 
anyone into the belief that strong nations are honestly 
concerned for the welfare of their weaker neighbors. The 
Balkan situation has existed for generations because all 
the great European Powers have shoved the pawns back 
and forth on the diplomatic chessboard as has best suited 
their own selfish interest. As for honor among the Bal- 
kans Bulgaria could certainly remember having pulled 
chestnuts out of a hot fire a very few years ago only to 
have her “allies’’ grab the spoils and get away with them. 
Bulgaria was not likely to listen to new honied promises 
when she could hear German guns pounding out victories 
against Russia on the north and the other Allies to the 


‘south. The penalty of the blunder at the Dardanelles 


was the loss of old British prestige in the Balkans. It 
may be brutal, but it is quite true that he who would 
hold his friends must show success. Mankind the world 
over remains sufficiently primitive to like success and 
respect power. Progress in this world is not accom- 
plished by weaklings, and the road upwards is meant 
only for strong men to climb. Disappointments are in 
store for any nation that thinks elegant phrases in diplo- 
matic documents can offset the rugged ability to win in 
offense or defense.

The masses of the peo- 
ple are now as loyal and united in support of President 
Wilson as they formerly were in support of Mr. Bryan. 
Had Mr. Bryan remained loyal to his chief, who had 
bestowed the highest official honor at his command upon 
the Nebraskan, the ex-Secretary would to-day be stronger 
than he has ever been in the entire country. We con- 
cede his sincerity, but his unfortunate course has caused 
some who once believed implicitly in him to question his 
patriotism.” This statement is of particular interest, 
coming as it does from one of the stanchest supporters 
of Mr. Bryan in the past and in a section where he has 
heretofore had a large following. Mr. Bryan appears to 
be as oblivious to the obvious change in his fortunes as 
was the man whose head was cut off so neatly that he 
did not discover the fact until he tried to sneeze. 





The British appear to be gaining an ascendency over 
the Turks in Mesopotamia and the valley of the 
Euphrates, once the seat of a mighty empire and sup- 
porting a population estimated at forty millions, now re- 
duced under Turkish rule to less than two million. The 
British forces at last accounts were nearing Bagdad, 
the possession of which will give the control of Mesopo- 
tamia, a country exceeding Egypt in its economic possi- 
bilities. Kuwert, at the head of the Persian Gulf, has 
one of the finest harbors, and through that port supplies 
of oil for the British navy can be obtained froth'*the 
rich oil deposits at Mohammerah. ‘The Teutonic plans 
are quite different. They are hoping by their drive in 
the Balkans to open the road to Constantinople and then, 
with the help of their allies in the Bosphorus, to open 
the road to Bagdad upon ‘which they have long directed 
covetous eyes as the southern terminus of a railroad 
starting from the north at Hamburg. Speculating upon 
this theme the Hamburger Fremdenblatt says: “The 
possibility of the transit of the products of our highly 
developed war industry will enable Turkey in increased 
degree to strike a blow at the heart of English world 
supremacy—against Egypt. Thus it is in truth for the 
supremacy of Great Britain that the fight is being fought 
when shells fall upon Serbian regiments. For this reason 
one can say that the world war has entered to-day upon 
a decisive stage. Whether it will be its last stage will 
depend upon whether our enemies resolve to draw the 
inferences from the results of the coming time, and to 
acknowledge openly that the last possibility of victory 
for the Quadruple Entente disappears on the day upon 
which Germans and Turks join hands.” :

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Last spring when the campaign against Constanti- 
nople opened we were told confidently that the days of 
the Turk in Europe were at last drawing to a close. 
After many months of tremendous effort by two of the 
foremost military powers the Turk is still firmly rooted 
on the Buropean side of the Golden Horn and the Anglo- 
French armies barely have their toes on Gallipoli. This 
is the same Turk who has, in recent years, been soundly 
beaten by big Russia and little Balkan neighbors. What 
is the secret of his great improvement in fighting power? 
Undoubtedly real powder instead of sawdust in his ord- 
nance, and real food instead of graft in his commissariat 
have given the Turk, for the first time in centuries, a 
real chance to show the stuff he is made of. English. 
prisoners testify in letters to his kindly attitude toward 
them, and all in all it must be admitted the war has in- 
creased the respect of soldiers of all races for the Turk- 
ish soldier as he is found on the battle front. Far away 
from the battlefields the savage Kurds ravaging Armenia 
do much to destroy the respect which the real Turk as a 
soldier has fairly earned when facing his enemies. There 
are mountain regions between Trebizond and Batoum, 
nominally Turkish, where no ruler has ever, in historic 
times, been able to compel submission to law and order. 
The wild tribesmen have paid no taxes, and after mur- 
derous forays into the lowlands they have retreated to 
their impregnable mountain strongholds. These savage 
tribesmen are responsible for much of the popular mis- 
conception regarding the character of the Turkish soldier 
who measures up very well beside his naiinete contem- 
poraries,

and we cannot, in loyalty to ourselves or to them, change 
these principles. We have no quarrel with those who 
prefer an autocratic or military form of government, for 
the principle of government by and for the people has 
been adopted as our -policy. ut we can demand that 
they make a final choice between the two when they 
enter our doors. I wish that this idea could be brought 
home to the young men of this country and that they 
should make a more insistent plea for stronger Ameri- 
canism. Why is it that we tolerate people leaving us 
by the thousands to join the colors of other lands? Why 
do we not require immigrants to declare their intention 
to become one of us, all right!

= safe distance, then let us send him back at once. 

y do not these people go back and fight for their be- 
loved lands which virtually turned them out of doors? 
It is bad enough that so many of our own citizens do 
not realize their responsibilities as citizens. We seem to 
think that the country owes us something for being 
patriotic instead of our owing something to it. There 
is absolutely nothing unfair in requiring everybody to do 
his share and those who try to shirk should be forced 
to do their duty. We are too easy going and thousands 
of us, through ignorance or carelessness, neglect these 
important things. When, however, it comes to abusing 
our hospitality, spurning our sovereignty and insulting 
our President, I shall always maintain that this coun- 
try is no place for the Irish vote, or the German vote, or 
the Italian vote, but only for the honest American vote, 
cast by an American; a vote that will silence the voices 
which plot treason to the home which shelters them. 
This nation was born and developed through strife. It 
was baptized with the blood of the earnest men who 
fought for the principles we believe in, and it will not 
give them up without a struggle, and if it should come 
to this, woe to the man who forgets that he is an Ameri- 
can and that he has but one allegiance.”

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Chaplain Joseph Clemens, 8th Inf., has addressed a 
letter to the Adjutant General, through military chan- 
nels, giving experiences with post school work for en- 
listed men at Fort William McKinley, P.I. The facili- 
ties and advantages offered by the post school were called 
to the attention of the enlisted men and as a result 3,576 
enrolled. Organizations were ordered to send at least 
one of the best fitted men for examination as to fitness 
to teach school, and excellent material was found. One 
was a graduate of the University of Michigan who said 
he entered the Army to have time to study his specialty, 
the “Psychology of Pedagogy.” Another said that he 
had entered the Army in order” to escape teaching school, 
but in spite of this beeeme one of the best teachers. 
Otb-zs hud high school or partial college course ex- 
perience. Fourteen were found with sufficient ability 
and fifteen classes were formed, five for men of foreign 
birth. Teachers meet the Chaplain every other week to 
read papers on some phase of teaching and receive sug- 
gestions. This kept them enthusiastic for the work, but 
regret is expressed that in the islands there is provided 
neither extra pay nor Q.M. teachers. The men were 
graded in classes according to their advancement, rang- 
ing from beginners to those taking instruction in alge- 
gra, general history, advanced English and civil govern- 
ment. Those who advanced especially rapidly were 
selected to help other students. For lower classes 
geography and history were used for readers. Emphasis 
is laid on the importance of spelling and writing. The 
law that men listing for school work must attend during 
the five months has been interpreted to mean that nothing 
but guard or other strictly military duty, and not fatigue, 
may keep them from school. Men confined under garri- 
son charges are sent under guard, thus‘allowing them 
to keep up with their classes. The result was an aver- 
age daily attendance for about three and one-half months 
of ninety-two per cent., the absence being chiefly of 
those on guard or in hospital. Morning sessions are held 
from 10 to 11:45 a.m., and for those not able to attend 
then a session is held at 12:30. Each study has a set 
period, some coming on alternate days. As there were 
two chaplains at the post when the letter was written, 
in September, one looked after the property and exchange 
of books and the other superintended the school.

Up-to-the-minute war surgery was recently demon- 
strated before the New York Surgical Society by Dr. 
Walton Martin and Dr. H. M. Lyle, both lately returned 
from the hospital which Mrs. Harry Payne Whitney 
maintains in France. Dr. Martin introduced a man 


fifty-five years of age who has had a bullet in his brain 
for thirty years; yet he spoke of many cases where 
bullets have passed completely through the limbs of 
soldiers whose lives were saved with great difficulty 
because of tiny threads of infected fibre from soiled 
uniforms. Such sources of infection must be laboriously 
sought and extracted if lives are to be saved. French 
surgeons are ingeniously finding bullets and pieces of 
shrapnel with the aid of powerful electro magnets, but 
the new Sutton method, of American origin, is the 
cleverest plan of all. The wounded man is placed on a 
bed beneath which is an X-ray machine, and over him 
is placed the tube of light used in the photographing 
process. The bullet is shown on the plate, which is 
placed beneath the patient. Then the tube is placed at 
another angle. The shadows are made to cross and the 
bullet is again detected. A problem of triangulation 
tells the surgeon how far to probe, and this is now 
worked out in five minvtes. Diagnosis of tetanus at 
the base hospital is frequently later discovered to be 
nothing more than small pieces of shell or other foreign 
bodies pressing on the nerves and causing convulsive pain.

Cc. K. G. Billings, the well known horseman, who owns 
many championship trotters and pacers, and has recently 
become interested in racing of thoroughbreds, is an ardent 


disciple of the gospel of preparedness and thinks that 
no mati r engaging the attention of the people of the 
United States at the present time surpasses it in impor- 
tance. No part of the policy in his estimation, says the 
New York Times, outweighs that which has to do with 
the horsing of Cavalry and the equipping of the gun and 
transport service. Speaking in this connection recently 
he said: “It is imperative that the work of breeding 
horses for the Army should be in the most competent 
hands possible. The Government’s own experiments, 
which have been limited because of insufficient appro- 
priation, should be broadened—money should not be a 
consideration at this time—and the work should be car- 
ried on under the control and direction of the Army, 
which should be competent to pass on the needs of the 
Service much better than a commission of outsiders 
oftentimes not in sympathy with the movement. The 
thoroughbred sire of proper type is the horse par excel- 
lence for this work in the estimation of continental 
authorities whose success has made their accomplishment 
a standard for other countries. Mated with the right 
kind of mares, and personally I prefer the trotter, they 
should give satisfaction in a majority of cases.” 








A correspondent of the London Times calls attention 
to the fact that “the British army is in its organization, 
for reasons of history and of its normal functions, one 


of the most aristocratic in the world. In its rigid insist- 
ence on cercmonial and on minor matters of discipline, 
in its deliberate gulf between the commissioned and non- 
commissioned ranks, it differs radically from the French 
and Swiss as well as from British colonial systems, 
resembling much more in these respects that of Germany.” 
After pointing out that the British army’s intervention 
in the Continental struggle has profoundly modified the 


general ition of the world, the Paris Temps says: 
“Great Britain will no longer be able to remain content 
with being a great naval Power. She must in future be 


capable of real military effort if she wishes to maintain 
her réle with success. Present events prove this, and 
while it is true that British patriotism has allowed Lord 
Kitchener to create in less than a year armies which 
worthily take their place in the total Allied forces, it 
is not proved that this system will enable our neighbors 
and friends to meet all eventualities at all times.”

The New York Medical Journal suggests that the State

the reach of many young men who would gladly devote 
several hours a week to the study of military medicine, 
but who cannot afford to take the time required at 
Washington.

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Mrs. Harriot Stanton Blatch, president of the Women’s 
Political Union and formerly an advocate of the belief

Her study of war conditions in 
France and in England has convinced her that Miss 
Jane Addams had made a mistake when she asserted 
recently that soldiers were made drunk before going into 
battle. Mrs. Blatch is also in favor of a systematic 
training of the women to take the places of the men in 
industrial pursuits in time of war. Were such a system 
in effect now in France and England both countries 
could immediately put an additional army corps into 
active service. “I have come to the conclusion,” Mrs. 
Blatch further says, “that the United States needs a 
great Army and Navy to protect,it against foreign mili- 
tarism, and I am thoroughly in accord with the policy 
of enlarging the military efficiency of this country.” 
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@he American Hardware Manufacturers’ Association, 
at the closing session of its annual convention at Atlantic 
City, N.J., on Oct. 15, passed resolutions urging Presi- 


dent Wilson to create a commission which will be able 
to tell the War and Navy Departments exactly where 
they can obtain all the munitions and other supplies 
needed to meet a great emergency of national defense. 
The resolutions suggest the appointment of a committee 
of representative manufacturers of broad experience and 
national standing, who shall serve without pay, as an 
advisory committee under the direction of the War and 
Navy partments, to assist in obtaining information 
as to where and in what time and in what quantities 
can be obtained items required to equip, man and main- 
tain an adequate defense force; to the end that the 
Government may have exact knowledge of the actual 
weekly and monthly product of each item and take steps 
to provide against deficiency. 
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The National Security League has made public 
excerpts from letters received from Senators and Con- 
gressmen regarding their stand on preparedness. About 


200 ‘members of the next Congress have answered the 
queries of the Security League. The great majority of 
the replies favor an adequate program of national pre- 
paredness. In the event that Congressman John J. 
Fitzgerald, of Brooklyn, who is the chairman of the 
House Committee on Appropriations, is elected to the 
Supreme Court bench, for which he has been nominated 
by the Brooklyn Democrats, his position as chairman 
of that impartant committee will probably be taken by 
Congressman Swager Sherley, of Kentucky, the second 
ranking majority member of the committee. “I have 
always been in favor,’’ Congressman Sherley writes, “of 
a more rapid increase in the Army and Navy than Con- 
gress, as a whole, has been willing to authorize.” 








The last of the documents and relics of the celebration 
that marked the fiftieth anniversary of the battle of 
Gettysburg was filed at the State Library, Harrisburg, 
Pa., Oct. 14, by Col. Lewis E. Beitler, executive secre- 
tary of the Pennsylvania state commission which had 
charge of the exercises in 1913. The collection, which 
includes flags, badges, medals, plans, maps, reports and 
all other data and forms a complete history of the event, 
will be placed in an alcove in the State Museum. In 
the list of documents filed are autographed manuscripts 
of the thirty-one addresses delivered, including that of 
President Wilson; all the*correspondence between the 
states, more than 500 official photographs taken during 
the reunion week, including panoramic and group pic- 
tures; roster with 6,000 autographs of veterans; seven 
volumes of newspaper articles, the autographic report 
of the commission in charge and many other papers. 
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“The power to prevent war,” said Nathan Straus, the 
eminent New York merchant and philanthropist, in a 
speech before the Layman’s Efficiency League, “can be 
achieved only by the most thorough preparedness on the 
part of the nations that want peace and order in the 
world. This, I maintain, is the overwhelming reason 
why America should have a powerful Navy and a strong 
Army, and the thorough equipment essential to the effi- 
cient use of this power. It is the duty of our Govern- 
ment, concentrated on the welfare of the United States, 
to make such preparations and authorize such expendi- 
tures as will save us from the experience, the horrors 
inflicted upon the nations of Europe.”

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RIGHTS AND DUTIES OF A NEUTRAL. 
By Danret CHAUNCEY BREWER: 

The laws affecting neutrality for the next century are 
to be largely determined by the attitude of the United 
States during the present European conflict. 

It commercial prosperity as well as its tranquillity de- 
pends upon its present sagacity. 

SOME CONCLUDING OBSERVATIONS. 


International law is looked upon from two points of 
view. ‘That of the community of civilized states. That 
of the single state with its’ selfish interests very much in 
mind. 

As a consequence it has been framed and interpreted 
when framed so as to square with the theory or plan that 
best suited the convenience of those to be affected by it. 
That is why its historic aspect is so marvelously be- 
wildering to the student, who finds it, when peace en- 
courages commercial relations between nations, assum- 
ing the dignity of a science; but when the gates of Janus 
are open, denied by the men who teach it in the univer- 
sities, except as a dead thing that has been. 


In closing a discussion which has had to do not only 
with matters immediately affecting the United States, 
but with principles which underly the well-being of hu- 
man society, it is fitting to call attention to these facts 
in order that we may better prepare ourselves to meet 
further problems. In due course we have considered the 
Doctrines of Blockade and Contraband, questions deal- 
ing with the freedom of the seas, and measures calculated 
to affect favorably or unfavorably the future of our own 
people. It would not be surprising if, in so doing, there 
have been those who have appreciated, for the first time, 
that neutral rights automatically receive recognition 
when the interests of the race are uppermost, and that 
neutral duties are emphasized at times when specific 
nations control the center of the stage; or—to put it 
differently—that neutrals gain ground when their point 
of view, which is generally that of the community of 
states, commands attention, and lose when it is difficult 
for them to secure a hearing. Should this be the case, 
with readers of the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, let us 
hope that it will not encourage pessimism or scepticism, 
on the ground that the crystallized wisdom of the past, 
as expressed in international law, is something worthless. 

There is surely no adequate reason why it should do 
so. First, because no one has ever claimed that the law 
of nations had reached its ultimate form, and second, be- 
cause everyone has been and is perfectly conversant with 
the fact that it is little more than a codification of vari- 
ous compromises. As a matter of fact a frank apprecia- 
tion of conditions ought to have a stimulating effect and 
lead to constructive effort. It is a great thing to know 
what is the matter with past plans that have not carried, 
and perils that must be guarded against in future build- 
ing. ‘I’o the proper spirit, the consciousness of having 
_ known that some lines of past endeavor could not and 
ought not to succeed because of inherent weakness, can 
be no handicap to new effort. Failures of this nature 
corroborate the correctness of a sane judgment. y 

Why should it be otherwise with the student of inter- 
national affairs who sincerely desires the ultimate en- 
thronement of law? He has been perfectly conscious 
that international law. was arbitrary, illogical, and 
founded on wrong premises; that the point of view of 
the individual state, rather than that of the sisterhood of 
nations in normal times and relations, had shaped exist- 
ing rules and customs. -At the same time he has not 
been ignorant of that economic ethical law—the natural 
law of Grotius—which recognized or unrecognized, is 
always dominant and controlling. Why should he not 
welcome an upheaval, like that which is tossing about 
the present generation, as a cleansing fan which will 
sweep away much litter, and clear the way for some 
honest building? 

We have said that international law is looked upon 
from two points of view. May it now be added, with 
the expectation that the individualist will agree, that no 
law of nations is of any value whatever unless the point 
of view of the single state is subordinated to that of 
the sisterhood of nations. ‘To those who regard all out- 
side of the borders of their native land as “barbarians,” 
this statement may seem absurd, and there will be those 
who will feel much the same way although they are 
far from being exclusive, and are only properly patriotic. 

However this may be, is there any way of escape? 
Our fathers recognized the individual man as free and 
the arbiter of his own fortunes, but could find no way 
of securing to him his rights without establishing a gov- 
ernment of laws. It is emphatically the same way with 
the nations.. Each constituent factor in the Society of 
States is jealous of its independence and impatient of 
dictation. Notwithstanding this fact it is absolutely de- 
pendent upon a reign of law if it is to be protected from 
the aggression of others and to maintain those privileges 
which it claims. To secure such conditions it must vol- 
untarily surrender something of its own will to the ex- 
pressed dictation of its peers which are none less than 
sovereign states themselves. 

It is because this has not been done in the past that 
the law of nations has proved so unsatisfactory in a 
crisis. Where municipal law, while protecting each eiti- 
zen, has hedged him about so that the conduct of his 
affairs has been somewhat modified by the normal re- 
quirements of the public, international law has _per- 
mitted individual states either as belligerents, or as 
historic nations with a record for belligerency, to dic- 
tate to all other sovereignties either through unnatural 
rules and customs or with the “mailed fist.” One does 
not have to be wise in philosophy or affairs to realize 
how insufficient and unreasonable is such a code—nor 
how impossible when the welfare of neutral Powers are 
at stake. 

In so far, then, as the law of nations has heretofore 
contained in itself that which was flagrantly bad and un- 
stable is there not cause for genuine rejoicing because 
its fallacies have been exposed and because many of its 
arbitrary creations have been wrecked? Such exposure 


and destruction will be found to have left unscorched ' 


rules founded on eternal principles, however temporarily 
flouted and mishandled by the unscrupulous. Sometimes 
more is accomplished by tearing down that which is in- 
jurious, than in erecting that which is weakly good. 
‘Aside from the positive betterment of conditions that 
comes about with the correction of error, the occasion 
gives an opportunity for the construction of something 
stable and permanent. 

Shall we not hope that the close of the present con- 
flict in Europe will find the United States: ; 

1. Reconciled to the breaking down of principles not 
founded upon the law of nations. 

2. Insistent that a corrected and purified international 
law shall safeguard the normal relations of states. 

8. Prepared, so that with the next great conflict it 
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can forcefully prevent: the breach of laws which directly 
pig pe tgs, a 

ur @ present war it ps properly con- 
fined itself to representations and protestations. These 
are well enough in their place, but international law will 
never assume the position which belongs to it, nor non- 
belligerent nations secure their rights, until neutrals are 
themselves prepared single-handed or in compapy to join 
pooogect a vindication of principles to which they are 
committed.

BRITISH STATECRAFT AND STRATEGY. 


Colonel Repington, the military correspondent of the 
London Times, has in the Times of Sept. 10 a critical 
review of the statecraft and strategy of the British gov- 
ernment as displayed in the present war. He considers 
that the higher direction of the military campaign of 
the British side has been ‘neither happy nor particu- 
larly fortunate, and it is the subject of severe criti- 
cism in the fighting services. The initial movements 
planned during peace were good. The navy was rapidly 
mobilized and concentrated. Trade has been fairly pro- 
tected, and the loss on the water has been less, compara- 
tively, than during the years which succeeded Trafalgar. 
The despatch of the expeditionary force to the Conti- 
nent, though unduly delayed for some days, was an act 
inspired by sound strategy. ‘The force, though small at 
first, was employed on correct principles and was vigor- 
ously led. The oversea expeditions did not show equally 
good peace preparations, though noteworthy results were 
obtained at Kiao-chau by the Japanese with British co- 
operation. General Botha cleared the Germans out of 
southwest Africa; Colonel Bryant, by an act of brilliant 
initiative, occupied Togoland; and the Australian ships 
and troops made short work of the German Pacific pos- 
sessions. So far so good, but when it became a question 
of what should be done next the attention to principle 
became less marked. Even at sea the Admiralty made 
some mistakes. On land the Cabinet has shown con- 
spicuously the absence of genius for war in failing to 
organize munition supply; to adopt national service; in 
the Antwerp fiasco; and most of all, in the expedition 
to the Dardanelles. The Dardanelles expedition was 
from first to last directed from London in the most 
amateur and scatterbrained fashion. It was originally 
launched without knowledge of the nature of the enter- 
prise undertaken. It lacked the elements of surprise 
and impetuosity, the twin pinions which carry enter- 
prises of this nature, to a successful conclusion. It was 
conducted with forces inadequate to attain the ends in 
view. It withdrew a large army as well as munitions 
from France at the moment when the Western Allies 
were making their great effort. 

It was tried to make two coats out of cloth scarcely 
adequate for one. The British were insufficiently strong 
on both fronts and “nothing good is to be said for the 
strategy which produced the military situation of May, 
1915.” Concluding, Colonel Repington says: 

“Two duties devolved upon the government at the out- 
break 6f war. One was to make home defense secure, 
and the second was to decide what was the decisive 
point in the principal theater and there to accumulate 
all available military force. The writer does not pro- 
pose to touch upon home defense except to suggest that 
a small committee of the Cabinet should investigate it 
immediately in the most thorough manner, for it appears 
to lack cohesion and efficiency. Home defense apart 
France and Flanders are the principal theater for us. 
Here is our chief enemy’s main force and the center 
of gravity of his power so far as we are concerned. 
The writer has said a score of times, and repeats 
once more, that success elsewhere will not atone for de- 
feat in France, while success in France will bring the 
war, as nothing else can, to a satisfactory conclusion. 
Success in France has been prevented, and is still 
jeupardized, by errors and failures for which the date 
government were mainly responsible, but, unless these 
errors and failures are repaired, the coalition govern- 
ment will be responsible for them too. Our strategists, 
amateur and other, have seen too many things at a 
time. They should see but one—namely, the center of 
gravity of the enemy’s power—and should there direct 
resounding blows.” 

In short, what England has suffered from is its lack 
of centralized power in the hands of one competent man. 
The history of Pitt’s conduct of that great and fruitful 
war which ended with the Peace of Paris in 1763 is the 
keynote to the Repington prescription, viz.: Centralize 
power in one great: man, give him the best brains and 
experience of the services even though that means calling 
certain men home from the front. Forbid mixing ques- 
tions of political exigency with the strategy of a great 
war. 
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A CHINESE MORAL.

If 
this argument js sincere, would it not be more convincing 
if the Allies proclaimed a positive program to the world, 
if, for example, they announced their intention if suc- 
cessful, to free China from the aggressions of Ja » to 
ive independence to Persia, Korea, Egypt, I and 
Poland? In a word, what light has been shed in all the 
discussions provoked by the wae-apes the real problems 
of world peace? That peace never come until a 
sense of international justice and, above all, a sense of 
international sincerity are more universal than they ap- 
pear to be at present.

WAR CONDITIONS IN GERMANY. 


George B. McClellan, now professor of economic. his- 
tory in Princeton University, formerly Member of 
Congress and Mayor. of New York, has been traveling 
during the past six months in Italy, France, Switzerland, 
Germany, Belgium and Holland. In the New York 
Times he records the impressions derived from this ex- 
perience of travel during war time in four belligerent 
and two neutral countries. He finds that Germany is 
the one country visited whose domestic economy is least 
disturbed by the war. In the cities of Bavaria, Saxony 
and Prussia there were “fewer young men in the streets 
than usual and more people in mourning, each individual 
is limited to 250 grams of war bread a day, and the beer 
gardens close at nine in the evening, so as to reduce the 
consumption of beer for the benefit of the men at the 
front, otherwise there is nothing to show that Germany 
is at war. Prices are genera y as they were before 
the war, and there is no lack of any of the necessities 
and luxuries of life. The schools, theaters and opera 
are going, the food in the restaurants is plentiful 
and good, by far the best and cheapest I have had this 
summer; there are enough excellent express trains, with 
sleeping and dining cars running on the usual schedules; 
plenty of horse and motor cabs, and an ample supply 
of men in the vigor and prime of life to carry on the 
economic and military existence of the state.” 

The Germans claim that their losses in killed, wounded 
and prisoners have been on the west front about one-third 
of those of the French and English, and on the east 
front about one-fifth of those of the Russians. ‘They 
also claim that because of superior sanitation at the 
front, by giving the men bathing facilities, and more or 
less frequent changes of linen, for field laundries follow 
the troops, and by keeping the trenches in a reasonable 
state of cleanliness, eighty-five per cent. of the wounded 
return to active service. Gas gangrene, that horrible 
filth-germ infection, which is the dread of French 
surgeons, is practically unknown in Germany, and typhus 
and cholera have thus far been excluded. Germany is 
quite able to care for her own wounded and requires 
neither surgeons nor nurses. Austria has 600, prisoners 
and Germany 1,400,000, and these are a large item of 
expense. The 400,000 French and the Russians are tract- 
able and willing to work for wages and ave friendly with 
each other. . The English keep entirely apart, and even 
among themselves preserve their class distinctions. They 
generally decline to work. The Russian moujiks are 
better paid, better housed and clothed than they have ever 
been before. Germans of every class are confident of 
victory. No German ever says, “If we win,” but always, 
“When we win.” Tne Germans hate the English, feel 
more contempt than hatred for the Italians, respect for 
es and deep respect and unbounded admiration for 

rance, 

The German sentiment toward the United States can 
best be described as one of pained astonishment. They 
cannot understand the constant talk in American news- 
papers of the violation of Belgian neutrality by the 
German army, of. the so-called ‘Belgian atrocities,” which 
they declare never occurred, and of the Zeppelin raids, 
which, as they insist, ‘wére only undertaken in reprisal 
for the French raids on Freiburg of Aug. 2 and 3, 1914, 
before the war had technically begun. 

No German expressed himself in favor of war with the 
United States; on the contrary, all seemed honestly in 
favor of the maintenance of peace. 

There is a saying in Germany that “Great Britain 
will never surrender as long as there is a single French- 
man left, or a single American dollar unspent.”

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THE SUBMARINE BOAT COMPANIES. 


In connection with a Wall Street rumor recently that 
the Submarine Boat Corporation is to start an infringe- 
ment patent suit against the Lake Torpedoboat Company 
of Maine, whose works are at Bridgeport, Conn., the Post 
of that city reviews the history of submarine boat litiga- 
tion. It quotes a Lake Company official as saying: 
“The Lake Company builds only the ‘even keel’ sub- 
mergence type of submarine and does not use any of the 
‘diving’ type principles, which are directly the opposite 
of the even keel principle of operation. 

“When Captain Lake started his first company, the 
Lake Torpedoboat Company of New Jersey, the Holland 
Company started patent suits against it. The matter 
rests where it started. 

“Another corporation was started and financed, and 
it is the Lake Torpedoboat Company of Maine, which 
has nothing in common with the existing Lake Torpedo- 
boat Company of New Jersey, which has the G-2 and 
G-3 business, in which the Electric Boat Company alleged 
infringement. The Lake Torpedoboat Company of Maine 
is the contractor for the L and N boats, in. which no 
Holland devices are being used. The Maine Lake Com- 
pany bid recently for four to six submarines to be built 
at Bridgeport, and offered the Government the use of 
its ‘even keel’ patent for something over $50,000 royalty 
fee per boat. The submarine corporation’s interests 
offered its patents for $1,000 provided eight boats are 
awarded to Holland people to build.” 


DETECTING SUBMARINES BY SOUND. 


Writing of the detection of submarines by sound waves 
the Scientific American gives further details of the 
experiments we recently noted by William Dubilier, an 
American electrical engineer with numerous wireless 
telephone and wireless telegraph inventions to his. credit, 
who at the time was in France installing wireless tele- 
graph apparatus on aircraft. Dubilier went to Cherbourg, 
on the English Channel, where he found Professor Tissot, 


of the French Academy of Science, hard at work on a 
microphone detector system. 

The problem of evolving a successful system for detect- 
ing submarines by noises peculiar to these craft was a 
most difficult one. In the earlier experiments the French 
simply placed waterproof microphones below the surface. 
At first the sound waves emitted by the propellers of 
sibmarines were those sought, put these were found to 
resembie so closely those of other craft that they could 
not be relied upon. Fortunately for the experimenters, 
it was discovered that the underwater craft were sources 
of sound waves of exceedingly high frequency, quite 
distinctive from any other sub-aqueous sounds. hile 
the cause of the high pitched sound is known to the 
inventors, it cannot be divulged, since it would then be 
possible for German submarine constructors to eliminate 
the source of the tell-tale sound waves and thus render 
void the purpose of the detector installations. With 
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‘characteristic 
elimination of all other waves so that the desired sounds 
would be available for determination of ‘the distance 
of submarine and direction it was ievtite It 
i several months of research work in developing 

table resonance tubes for filtering out all undesirable 
sounds, as well as a tikker or interrupter arrangement, 
which causes only the ks of the desired sound waves 
to be heard in the telephone receivers that are used. 
The submarine boat placed at the disposal of the in- 
ventors by the French government was detected several 
miles away. It was found advisable to increase the 
range, and this was accomplished by the introduction of 
a De’ Forest audion amplifier, ultimately resulting in a 
range of fifty-five miles. : 

The military value of the submarine detector system 
now used by France and England naturally prevents the 
i of important details, it is stated, but it is 
learned that a number of special microphones are lowered 
to a depth of several fathoms, usually in a semi-circle 
facing out to sea. Each microphone is so placed as to 
receive sound waves best in one direction. By slowly 
moving the switch over the several contacts,the operator 
can determine from the microphone that responds the 
loudest the direction of the submarine. The system is 
not available for use on vessels because of its extreme 
sensitivity. There are said to be a large number of 
installations for the detection of submarines along the 
coast of England, Scotland and Ireland, and along the 
French coast bordering on the English Channel and ex- 
tending as far west as the Bay of Biscay. These stations 
are provided with means for advising fast torpedoboat 
destroyers and armed motor boats of the presence of 
hostile submarines.

NAVY ESTIMATES FOR 1916-17. 


Secretary of the Navy Daniels announced on Oct. 18 
that his official estimates for the next fiscal year, ap- 
proved by the President, call for -$217,652,173.32. The 
estimates for the Navy provide for an increase of $67,- 
990,308.44 over last year’s appropriation, which 
amounted to $149,661,864.88. Under this recommenda- 
tion of Secretary Daniels, the amount for construction 
is $95,372,127, including $8,000,000 for increase in muni- 
tions reserve, and $2,000,000 for aviation. Of this $57,- 
003,000 is for new construction which will be recom- 
mended to the coming Congress; 000, for in- 
erease in munitions reserve ; $2,000,000 for aviation, and 
$28,369,127 for continuing the program of new con- 
struction authorized by the Sixty-third Congress. ‘The 
Sixty-third Congress,” said Secretary Daniels, “as will 
be recalled, authorized five battleships, twelve destroyers 
and twenty-six submarines—three sea-going and twenty- 
three coast defense, besides one fuel ship. This was the 
largest program ever authorized by any Congress and 
makes necessary the appropriation of $28,369,127 to 
continue such construction.” - 

Secretary Daniels recommends to Congress, and will 
urge in his report, the adoption of a five-year program 
of new construction, providing for the expenditure dur- 
ing that period of .482,214 for construction of new 
vessels, munitions and aviation. The recommendation 
of construction and appropriations for this new work 
for the five years will be as follows:

SECRETARY DANIELS EXPLAINS PROGRAM. 


In announcing the program Secretary Daniels said: 
“The Bureau of Construction and Repair, owing to the 
increased size and protection of the new battleships, 
estimates that each dreadnought will cost, including 
armor and armament, $18,800,000. A portion of this 
increase may also be attributed to the greater cost of 
materials, which are higher than formerly, and, perhaps, 
abnormally high, owing to the great demand caused by 
the war in Europe. It may be that these prices will be 
reduced. If so, the Congress will not have to appropriate 
so much money. Then, again, the demand for materials 
entering into the construction of vessels may continue 
to be as great as or greater than at present, so that the 
estimates will not be too high. I have followed the esti- 
mates of the Bureau of Construction and Repair. The 
total cost of each of the other types of vessels recom- 
mended is as follows:

“In addition to the $8,000,000 to increase the reserve 
of munitions, I have recommended in the regular appro- 
priations an increase of $1,178,980 for ordnance, in 
which I have included $480,000 for torpedo defense nets 
for battleships, and I have recommended also an increase 
of $286,000 for buildings for the storage of guns and 
munitions. The reserve on hand now fully occupies the 
present storage facilities, and it has been found necessary 
to have this increased space for storage to take care of 
the additional munitions which I have recommended. 


NAVAL MILITIA, 


“In addition to the regular new construction, I am 
asking for a separate appropriation of $250,000 for the 
purchase and repair of ships for the Naval Militia of 
Illinois and Minnesota. In both ‘of these states the 
Naval Militia is well organized, and their efficiency 
depends, in each state, upon securing a proper ship for 
their cruising and practicing. After consultation with 
the Governors and officers of the Naval Militia in these 
states I have made recommendation which it is believed 
will give these two states ships of a suitable character.

reserve complements for the remaining vessels of military 
value and for the shore stations, all of which accords 
with recommendations of the General Board. 

_ “The great majority of enlisted men must, as appren- 
tice seamen, pass through the naval training stations, 
where they are taught the rudiments of education and 
undergo preliminary training, lasting from four to six 
months, to prepare them for duties aboard ship. It has 
become necessary, therefore, owing to the larger number 
of men in the Service, to increase the number of appren- 
tice seamen in order to provide the flow of new men 
required to fill vacancies in the ranks as they occur. 

“The increase in the marines is based on a twenty 
per cent. of increase of enlisted men of the Navy, and 
is required to provide for the usual marine complements 
of ships under construction as well as for advance base 
organizations for operations with the fleet. To officer 
these additional men it is recommended that there be 
appointed one brigadier general, to command the advance 
base regiments; two colonels, two lieutenant colonels, 
six majors, one colonel and assistant quartermaster, 
fourteen captains, fourteen first lieutenants, thirteen 
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second lieutenants, fifteen warrant office six 


master’s clerks, one paymaster’s clerk, or -four com-

“There should also be an increase in the number of 
line officers to officer the ships soon’ to be commissioned, 
but as the Naval Academy is the only source of supply

midshipmen in numbers sufficient to officer the additional 
ships contemplated in the new program, and recom- 
mendations will be made to increase the number of 
midshipmen at the Naval Academy by not less than 250. 


FLYING CORPS. 


“The European war has shown the necessity for a 
skilled flying corps, whose members need not be ex- 
perienced naval officers or educated as such, in view 
of which a special flying corps, to which expert civilian 
flyers may be appointed, has been recommended for the 
naval organization. This would establish a field for ser- 
vice for the increasing number of competent aviators 
willing to join such an arm of the Service who cannot 
and could not hope, under prevailing conditions, to do 
so unless they either enlisted in the Navy proper or 
graduated from the Naval Academy.”

DESTROYER AND SUBMARINE AWARDS. 


Secretary Daniels on Oct. 18 made preliminary awards 
of the contracts for six torpedoboat destroyers and 
sixteen coast defense submarines.. The destroyers were 
awarded as follows: 

Two vessels to William Cramp and Sons’ Ship and 
Engine Building Company, at $845,000 each; one vessel 
to the Seattle Construction and Drydock Company, at 


$885,000; one vessel to the Bath Iron Works, at 
$879,500 ; one vessel to the navy yard, Mare Island, Cal., 
in accordance with its estimate of $762,638; one vessel 
to the navy yard, Norfolk, Va., in accordance with its 
estimate of $706,305. ‘This gives a total of contracts 
as placed of $4,923,443. The limit of cost imposed by 
Congress. was $925,000 for each vessel, or a total of 
$5,500,000. 

The design of these torpedoboat destroyers marks an 
advance on vessels of the same class designed in previous 
years. Their principal characteristics are: Length over 
all, 315 feet 6 inches; beam, 30 feet 7 inches; draft, 
8 feet; displacement, 1,125 tons; battery, four 4-inch 
* rapid fire guns, two anti-aircraft guns, four triple torpedo 
tubes, to discharge the heaviest and longest range tor- 
pedoes now built; machinery, steam turbines, oil fuel 
fired water tube boilers ; speed, 30 knots. 

Secretary Daniels, in‘ making the award, said, in part: 
“The vessels to be built will be in the main in accord- 
ance with the Department’s designs, as outlined above, 
except in the case of the one boat to be built by Bath 
Iron Works, which will be according to the bidder’s 
design of machinery, for which that company guarantees 
results in speed and cruising radius somewhat in excess 
of those required by the Department. The contract was 
placed with this company for this special boat in 
pursuance of the Department’s policy of encouraging 
private enterprise which promises progress along scientific 
and engineering lines. ‘The order for the construction 
of one of these vessels at each of the Mare Island and 





Norfolk yards is in pursuance of the Department’s policy . 


of equipping and developing our navy yards to the highest 
point of efficiency in times of peace, so that they may 
be prepared for the greater strains which would be 
thrown on these organizations in time of war. 2 
“The vessel assigned to the Norfolk Navy Yard will 
be the first of this class of boats to be constructed by 
that yard, and the one assigned to the Mare Island Yard 
will be the second boat of this class to be undertaken 
by that yard. The contracts for all of the above vessels 
call for delivery in eighteen to twenty months, which 
marks a distinct advance in rapidity of construction 
over previous years.” z 
Contracts for the sixteen coast defense submarines, 
for which appropriations were provided by the act of 
Congress’ approved March 3, 1915, were awarded as 
follows: Bight submarines to the Electric Boat Company, 
for $545, each ; three submarines to the Lake Torpedo- 
boat Company, for $545,000 each; three submarines on 
the Lake Torpedoboat Company’s design to the Cali- 
fornia Shipbuilding Company, for $548,500 each; one 
submarine to. the navy yard, Portsmouth, N.H.; one sub- 
marine to the navy yard, Puget Sound, Wash. : 
Both of the vessels to be built at the navy yards will 
be on the design of the Electric Boat Company, and, said 
Secretary Daniels, “the designs and specifications which 
were submitted by the above bidders meet in all essential 
respects the rigid requirements. for this class of vessel 
which were laid down by the Navy Department. In 
general features and characteristics they represent a 
small advance in size, but a much greater advance in 
efficiency. Both designs propose improved engines of 
the heavy oil type and greatly improved storage batteries, 
these advances having been made possible by general 
developments in engineering science and by extended 
experience in previous submarines of the U.S. Navy. 
“As in the case of the destroyers, the bidders for these 
submarines show their ability to build more rapidly than 
heretofore, as the guaranteed dates of delivery are in all 
cases well within the ,twenty-four months which was 
the best period of construction for any boats of this class 
previously laid down. sabe : 
“Also, as in the case of the destroyers, it will be noted 
that the awards for the submarines have followed out 
the Secretary’s policies of developing the building 
facilities of navy yards, and at the same time encourag- 
ing private enterprise and widening the field of com- 
petition. The present assignment gives a second sub- 
marine to the Portsmouth Navy Yard, which has already 
partially completed a vessel of this type, and assigns 
the first vessel of this type to the Puget Sound Navy 
Yard, which will insure that this yard in the future 
will be able to undertake new construction. It is of 
interest to note that the awards of contracts made Oct. 
18, twenty-two in number, six for destroyers and sixteen 
for submarines, constitute the greatest number of con- 
tracts for new construction ever awarded in the history 
of the Navy Department at any one time.”

There I saw 900 
boys actively participating in almost every form of ath- 
letics I ever heard of. It was a spectacle that I wish 
all Chicago could have seen, thoroughly inspiring. These 
husky young chaps, who are training for jobs on Uncle 
Sam’s battleships, raced and jumped and hurdled weights 
and swam and fought and wrestled and dove with few 
eyes upon them and scarcely any applause except that 
which they furnished themselves. 

“One glance informed me that I was looking at the 
most splendid athletic plant around Chicago. I watched 
the events run off smoothly and rapidly, with a world of 
keen competition. I have never seen anything better 
than the open-hearted way these boys sailed. into each 
other, no matter what the game or event. The remark- 
able thing was the lack of individual stars and the pres- 
ence of so many really capable performers. In eve 
event there were thirty or forty competitors and they all 
finished well up. I don’t think I have ever seen a 
better average of performances for so many competitors. 

“It was the same in the aquatic events, although here, 
of course, hundreds of them are real stars. In swim- 
ming and the handling of boats these lads are supreme. 
You couldn’t find their equal anywhere. The concluding 
events, the boxing and wrestling, were staged in a ra- 
vine, a natural amphitheater with 500 jackies perched 
along the scenery. I saw a dozen and a half boxing 
bouts that made me long to see the game come back to 
Chicago. The boys went after each other with a zest 
that resulted in half a dozen clean knockouts. Then 
came the wrestling and it was real wrestling, no stalling: 
It was govd, clean, fast sport all the way through. 

“T went te Colonel Mofiet [Comdr. William A. Moffet, 
U.S.N.] when it was all over and congratulated him 
for what the boys are doing and asked him to let me 
give a day for them in the South Shore Country Club 
suow next week. He readily assented and said that he 
would send out all 900 of the boys and gave me free 
reign. Two more men deserve mention along with Colo- 
nel Moffet for what has been accomplished at the sta- 
tion. They are Lieut. A. G. Olson, who seems to be in 
oars of the athletic department, and Paymaster 
37ower.” 
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CORNVILLE ON DISCIPLINE. 
Cornville, Ohio, Sept. 27, 1915. 
To THE EvITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

The other day some of us Has Beens were putting in 
as pretty an Indian summer afternoon as ever sent a 
boy fishing at our work of discussing. Judge Simpson 
asked Captain Bermer, who served four years in the 
Civil War, to tell him what was meant by military dis- 
cipline. For a wonder Cap was in a ruminating mood; 
usually he is mighty peevish. 

“Well, now,” says Cap, “you know I left father to put 
in the spring crops and enlisted East and was in that 
Bull Run scramble. When we quit fighting toward eve- 
ning, and started for Washington, D.C., I found myself 
walking with a tonguey sort of fellow, and he allowed 
that if we had had discipline we would have licked them 
Johnnies good. I asked him if discipline was one of 
them generals.” “H—1 no,” says he. “Discipline is what 
makes a soldier willingly and unhesitatingly obey the 
orders of his superior officers.” Said he learned it out 
of a book on tactics. 

“Is that so,” says I. ‘Well, one time tay I had 
four officers all telling me what to do and plenty of 
times to-day I heard three or four officers giving the 
same outfit different orders at the same time. How you 
going to willingly and unhesitatingly obey four kinds of 
orders?” ss eas 

“Right there I got curious about discipline and started 
in ‘to get it placed. What I found out about it finally 
boosted me into an officer’s job. First off I figured out 


it was no use to have a bunch of men who were just 


ready to willingly and unhesitatingly. obey any old 
order. They surely had to have an officer who had a 
pretty good idea of what he wanted done and how he 
wanted it done. Next a soldier would have to know 
enough about what should be done and how it should be 
done if he was going to amount to much in helping to 


do it. 

“T reckon that was the first intelligent idea I got about 
this battling business. It was something like farming. 
You had to learn it. How would you make out in run- 
ning a farm with green hands and a boss who was no 
farmer? So I figured out that discipline was just 
learning to know what to do in a fight and knowing the 
right way to do it. I figured when you got to the point 
of knowing and seeing just what was expected of you, 
you would just feel obliged to live up to your convic- 
tions about your work. 

“Later on I saw that there was a heap of cases where 
you did not know much about what was going on, and 
had to accept it as a fact that your officer did and so 
just had to leave it to his. judgment and go it blind. 
One outfit would have a commander that was a good 
one, and when he had led you awhile you and the rest 
would conclude that the old man knew best, because he 
had proved it to you. With that kind of an officer 
troops soon got disciplined. They just naturally obeyed 
willingly and unhesitatingly. Remember that story 
about Stonewall’s soldier who was asked where they 
were going? He said, ‘We don’t know, but Jack does. 
If soldiers are to have discipline they must have officers 
that know the battling game, and these officers must also 
know how to teach their men the battling game. I 
figure discipline is just knowledge, for both officers and 
men, as to the best way of carrying on a battle. 

“Take Grant, Lee, Sherman, Longstreet, Sheridan, Johns- 
ton, Thomas, Gordon—all of them different as they 
could be personally, but all of them alike in this. 
They knew how to handle their men in a battle and 
every battle taught them something about tactics, and 
their men obeyed them willingly and unhesitatingly. Of 
course, they made some mistakes, but their men had 
sense enough to allow. for that.

This idea that discipline 
is acquired by having some one boss you around, and 
that you are undisciplined unless you meekly stand for 
that bossing, is ridiculous to any man who has seen

NATIONAL RIFLE ASSOCIATION. 


The annual meeting of the National Rifle Association 
of America was held in the.mess hall on the rifle range 
of the Florida National Guard, near Jacksonville, Oct. 
15, with the best attendance of members and delegates 
that has ever gathered at one of these meetings. Col. 
William Libbey, president of the association, presided. 
Secretary A. S. Jones took the opportunity to call atten- 
tion to some of the activities of the association this year 
up to date. 

Although it is about a year since the law authorizing 
the free issue of rifles and ammunition to rifle clubs 
went into effect, Mr. Jones said since the first of the 
year there have been organized and affiliated with the 
N.R.A. 321 clubs, and. up to Oct. 1 the records in 


the Ordnance Office of the War Department show that 
there had been issued to these clubs 1,513 Krag rifles 
and 1,186,100 cartridges for same. “The work entailed 
upon the offices of the Adjutants General in putting 
through the organization papers and requisitions for these 
clubs,” said Mr. Jones, “has been cogsiderable, but we 
think that the new blank form which we have just issued 
for use by clubs in making their requisitions will greatly 
reduce this work. The rapidly increasing number of 
rifle clubs in many of the states has brought up the 
possibility as well as the advisability of state organiza- 
tions of clubs. Such organizations. have already been 
perfected in one or two states. The N.R.A. approves 
of such federations and believes they will be instrumental 
in greatly increasing the number of followers of the sport 
in those states where such organizations are operated. 

“The question has been asked so frequently by rifle 
clubs in different parts of the country why they were 
not invited to attend the annual state shoot. Of course, 
many of these state competitions are open only to the 
National Guard and for National Guard prizes, while 
others are held only for the purpose of selecting the state 
team. There is no reason, however, why such competi- 
tions should not be made more state-wide, and opened 
not only to civilians, but to schools and colleges, as they 
are to eventually help the National Guard in many ways. 
On Oct. 1 the number of organizations and clubs affiliated 
with the N.R.A. were as follows: 23 State rifle associa- 
tions, 82 regiments, 50 separate companies and battalions, 
600 rifle clubs, 61 university and college clubs, 110 
school clubs, 7 boys’ clubs. This last clags is a new one 
established this year, and provides a class of clubs for 
boys in the Boy Scout organization, independent cadet 
corps, summer camps and community clubs. 

“A new campaign for life members has resulted in a 
gain of about forty, among which may be mentioned 
Thomas A. Edison. Shooters throughout the country 
are taking more and more interest in small bore shooting, 
and we had in our indoor league matches last winter 
thirty-six clubs competing in the inter-club small bore 
matches. The running of these competitions has greatly 
increased the work in the Washington office. Two extra 
rooms have been rented, and we now have permanently 
employed four clerks and ery pe eye This force will 
probably have to be increased if these competitions grow, 
which they are surely doing. ‘The publication of the 
monthly bulletin, Shooting News, was more in 
the nature of an experiment than anything else, but 
from the congratulatory and complimentary letters which 
have come to the office there is no question but what the 
new move is successful and is appreciated much more 
than the old method of one annual report containing 
year old news.” 

The following resolution was adopted: “That it is 
the sense of this meeting that the conditions in the 
famous old Leech Cup Match should not be changed from 
those which have obtained for so many years, and that 
in future matches the old conditions be restored and 
that the telescope be not allowed. This will put the 
match back on a com nm basis.” 

General Wood, of Minnesota, read a letter from the 
president of the association to the Secretary of War 
recommending certain 1 tion, which was unanimously 
approved. e resolution advocated a national move- 
ment toward providing ranges for civilian rifle practice 
throughout the ——, e present app’ tion of 
$10, to the Na Board for the Promo 
ctice, it was urged, should be increased to $2500, 
as the present apysopsiaton is inadequate. 

Major Douw, of ryland, presented ‘the following 
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secure proper legislation to allow the use National 

Guard for the benefit of civilian rifle clubs as at 
ie .prestns, ne 1 Senet toe 2. Snes to. Oo Aelee 
the use of its open for civilians without being

onel Brookhart, of Iowa, strongly urged the holding 
of the National Matches annually and thought the appro- 
priation for the transportation of teams to the matches 
should be continued and made annual’y, and concluded 
his remarks by offering the following resc!uiion, which 
Was unanimously adopted: “Resolved that it is the sense 
of this meeting that the National Matches be held 
annually and that the appropriation for transportation 
be continued as an annual appropriation.” 

General Macklin, of Maryland, made a motion, which 
was adopted, that a committee of one from each state 
meet as a committee to arrange for uniformity and make 
suggestions in the organization and rules for the National 
Matches. 

General Wood, of Minnesota, moved that a recom- 
mendation be made to the board of directors to elect 
Colonel Blatchford as a life member at their annual 
meeting in Washington. The resolution was adopted. 

General Foster, of Florida, presented on behalf of the 
Southern Association the prizes won in their competi- 
tions. Colonel Blatchford, at the request of Colonel 
Libbey, presented the medals in the President's Match, 
making a short speech to the winners. Colonel Libbey 
then presented the medals to the winners in the N.R.A. 
matches. 

The nominating committee presented the following

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RESOLUTIONS BY U.S.W.V. 


The United Spanish War Veterans, of the Depart- 
ment of New York, have issued a circular calling atten- 
tion to these resolutions adopted by the New York state 
encampments and endorsed by the national encampments: 

Resolved, That the plan we propose is to allow the enlisted 
men of the Army any one of the three options, viz.: 

After fifteen years’ service, to retire on one-half pay and 
allowances, and serve with the reserves for a period of fifteen 
years. 

After twenty years’ service, to retire on two-thirds pay and 
allowances, and serve with the reserves for a porte of ten 
years. 

After twenty-five years’ service to retire on three-fourths 
pay and allowances, and serve with the reserves for a period 
of five years. 


Accompanying the resolutions is a statement of the 





reason why, in the opinion of the Spanish War Vet- - 


erans, they should be adopted. They hold that a ser- 
vice of three or four years in the Army is not sufficient 
to complete the education of a supposed soldier suffi- 
cient to make him a valuable member of the reserve. 
He is not competent, for example, to take charge of a 
company and assume the duties of a first sergeant or 
those of a non- -commissioned staff officer. “If,” this circu- 
lar says, “we release this man after fifteen or twenty 
years service with the colors, allowing him a compensa- 
tion from the government that would at least keep him 
from actual want, he will still be young and active enough 
to engage in some occupation that would materially aid 
and would make him independent. At the same time the 
government would at all times have qualified and per- 
fectly trained men in military matters, and they could 
call upon these men at any time, knowing that they 


_ could place them in any position of trust and feel as- 


sured that they would be capable of performing any duty 
required of them. A graded retirement such as we pro- 
pose would, in the course of a few years, provided fifteen 
or twenty thousand men who would form the backbone 
of an army of a quarter of a million partially trained 
men, and without weakening the Regular Service by 
taking men from it. The value of such a body of men 
to the country would be incalculable, and decrease to a 
large extent the necessity of maintaining a large stand- 
ing Army.”

the president of every college. By this means it is hoped 


to attract the greatest possible number of young men who © 


would make desirable officers, 
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The Naval Academy officials are investigating in a 
general way the facilities at the institution for taking 
care of a considerably increased number of midshipmen, 
as proposed in the suggestion of the Navy Department 
to Congress. In a general way the buildings of the 
Academy are sufficient for a substantial number of addi- 
tions, and it is thought that twelve hundred more mid- 
shipmen could be accommodated. Bancroft Hall, the 
midshipmen’s quarters, could be arranged to house this 
number comfortably now, and the class rooms are also 
sufficient. There is no doubt that a considerable number 
of additional’ officers and instructors would be needed, 
and it is the opinion of some officers that there are 
already too many midshipmen for -the teaching staff. If 
more instructors were provided it would bring up the 
subject of additional quarters at the Academy. Already 
a considerable number of the officers attached there are 
compelled to find quarters in Annapolis. The opinion 
is general that it would be advisabie to acquire two 
blocks and a half in the city of Annapolis, which is a 
part of the ground to be taken in the Academy under 
the original plans, and to erect there more dwellings for 
officers. This has been frequently recommended to 
Congress. 
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Fifty or sixty Marine Corps officers will probably be 
detailed as officers of the Haytian constabulary, which 
it is proposed to organize under the treaty to be sub- 
mitted to the Senate when Congress convenes. At the 
direction of the Secretary of the Navy plans have been 
prepared for the ‘organization of a constabulary in Hayti. 
The enlisted men are to be natives, but are to be com- 
manded temporarily, at least, by officers of the U.S. 
Marine Corps. The constabulary will be organized on 
the lines of the Philippine Constabulary. When the 
Haytian constabulary is fully organized and trained the 
Marine Corps officers will gradually be replaced by native 
officers, as soon as any can be found to qualify. The 
Marine Corps officers will probably remain in the higher 
grades as long as the country is under the control of 
the United States. It is assumed that the Marine Corps 
officers will have the pay and allowances of the grade 
in which they serve in the Haytian constabulary. The 
difference between their pay as Marine Corps officers and 
officers in the constabulary will probably be paid by 
the Haytian government.

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A thousand boxes of English sovereigns, worth between 
$23,000,000 and $24,000,000, reached New York this 
week. Forty riflemen guarded the steel cars en route. 
This shipment brings the total of gold received from 
Europe in the United States since the beginning of this 
year to $221,000,000. The recent loan of ,000,000 
obtained by the Allies in the United States will not be 
sufficient to support the exchange rate, and the flow of 
_— from England and Australia must continue. Italy 
as just floated a loan of $25,000,000 in New York in 
one year notes at six per cent. interest. This money 
is to Py for munitions, foodstuffs and coal to be pur- 
chased here. MRussia’s financial difficulties are well 
known. It is said the Czar’s government is offering to 
cede the whole of Sakhalin Isiand to Japan in return 
for munitions. The island, 570 miles long and from 
twenty to ninety miles wide, is now divided between 
Russia and Japan, which own, respectively, the northern 
and southern halves. 
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It has been decided to attach the canteen carried by © 
mounted troops to the saddle. Many officers urge that 
it should be attached to the soldier’s belt, whether he is 


mounted or not, but experiments demonstrated that this 
arrangement would not be satisfactory. When a soldier 
is mounted if the canteen is attached to his belt it pounds 
so hard that the cork is apt to fly out if it is not securel 
fastened, and it unnecessarily burdens the man wit 
additional equipment which interferes with his riding. 
The decision to attach the canteen to the saddle wil 
make it necessary to transfer it to the soldier’s belt when 
he dismounts. That is to be done by a snap which 
can be easily fastened and unfastened. It has become 
apparent that some change must be: made in the new 
pistol holster. The new holster is too long and has a 
tendency to chafe the soldier’s leg and pound the side 
of the horse. The strap from a holster around the leg 
as it is fastened at present is not proving satisfactory, 
and some change must be made in it, 
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As a result of a speech made by Lieut. Col. S. W. 
Brookhart, of the Iowa National Guard, at the annual 
meeting of the National Rifle Association of America 


at Jacksonville, Fla., Oct. 16, in which he asserted the 
War Department was discouraging rifle shooting in this 
country, it was voted to go over the heads of the War 
Department and carry the fight for recognition and 
adequate provision for rifle shooting on to the floor of 
Congress. Here it is hoped to secure the aid of the rifle- 
men’s respective Senators and Representatives. Colonel 
Brookhart said that the trouble was not with the Army 
Department, the Navy Department or the Marine Corps 
Department, but said that all riflemen knew just where 
it was. As we understand the matter, the War Depart- 
ment has never attempted to discourage rifle shooting, 
but it has set itself against large expenditures for the 
training of a few expert shots, rather than the proper 
education of the masses. 
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Another wonderful feat in wireless telephony was 
accomplished on Oct. 21, when the human voice was 
transmitted from Arlington, Va., to Paris, and from 


Arlington to Honolulu, 8,700 miles from the French 
capital. In the directors’ room of. the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company at No. 15 Dey street, New 
York city, a group of officisls and others heard John J. 
Carty, chief engineer of the company, announce from 
Chicago that wireless telephony between Arlington and 
the Hiffel Tower. was an accomplished fact. The party 
also heard over the telephone into which Mr. Carty was 
speaking that engineers in a tower in Honolulu heard 
words spoken from the United States naval radio station 
as plainly as they were heard in Paris. In the U.S. 
radio station at,Arlington during the experiment was 
Capt. W. H. G. Bullard, U.S.N., in charge of the United

States radio service. 











Wide and helpful publicity has been given to the suc- 
cessful business administration of Paymaster General 
McGowan, of the Navy. It is an excellent thing to have 


civilian commercial interests seeking to copy the business 
methods of our officers. Appropriations will be made 
all the more readily when it is recognized that ability as 
well as honesty is displayed in high administrative 
posts. Happily the country has always been able to 
consider honesty a distinguishing hall mark among the 
officers of our naval and military Services, but many 
civilians have thought of the bureau chiefs as rather 
innocent old gentlemen or incarnate bundles of red tape. 
The public likes the type of Paymaster General who 
says: “Make it, a bureau with a small ‘b’ and a Navy 
with a big ‘N.’” Also: “Remember that the stores exist 
for the fleet, and not the fleet for the stores.” 


Secretary Lansing in his latest note to the German 
government in connection with the ‘sinking of the Amer- 
ican merchantman William P. Frye makes plain the 
condition on which the United States will agree to refer 


the question to The Hague. If American vessels carrying 
absolute contraband are to be destroyed by German 
vessels all persons on board must be placed in safety 





- before the vessel is destroyed. Merely giving such 


persons an opportunity to escape in lifeboats cannot be 
considered as ees, the requirements of the Declara- 
tion of London. e United States contention is that, 
under existing treaties with Prussia, Germany has no 
right to destroy American merchantmen even if they 
carry munitions of war. The German claim is that they 
have the right to destroy such vessels, but admit the 
obligation to pay for the damage. This dispute is the

A proposition is under consideration at the War De- 
partment to add another company to the aero squadron 
organizations. . This will increase the enlisted strength 
of the squadrons from 90 to 129 men, and the number. of 
machines from eight to twelve, but no increase in the 








sixty machines. This will be sufficient aviation troops 
for five divisions of the mobile Army. Under the new 
organization the as rg ota of the aviation sections of 
the Signal Corps have eight scouting machines, two 
pursuit machines and two combat aeroplanes. 





The U.S.S. Brooklyn will start Oct. 25 for her new 
station with the Asiatic Fleet by the Suez Canal instead 
of the Panama Canal, as originally planned. As the 
Brooklyn is to be the flagship of the Asiatic Fleet, the 
Navy Department has decided that it would be unwise 
to have her held up at the Panama Canal on account of 
the slides, and will take the chances of sending her 
through the war zone. Perhaps the most difficult problem 
that the commander of the Brooklyn will be called upon 
to solve is the fuel supply. According to reports there 
is a shortage of fuel in thé war zone, and it is feared 
that the Brooklyn may experience some. difficulty in

Major Gen. John F. O’Ryan, N.G.N.Y., addressing the 
Technology Club of New York discussed some of the 
inherent weaknesses of our military system. He pointed 
out the legal necessity for changing the status of every 
Militiaman before he could be sent out of the country, 
and called this a serious defect. The National Guard 
of the United States is really composed of forty-eight 
little separate armies, which yiolates the principle of 
unity of control. General O’Ryan, possessing the rare 
combination of Militia experience coupled with Wer Col- 
lege training, ought to get an attentive hearing on all 
yo el connected with the betterment of our state 

ervices. 
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The American Defense Society includes among its 
advisory board and national committee the names of 
many men who have helped mould the course of public 
events in this country in recent years. No group of men 
could bring greater experience to the task of guiding 
Congressmen along the path toward preparedness, where 
their constituents expect to see them moving this winter. 
The society is issuing broadcast a printed form to be 
signed by voters and forwarded direct to their repre- 
sentative in Washington urging him to work for adequate 
national defense. he national headquarters of this 
society is located at 303 Fifth avenue, New York. 

Two hundred and fifty Naval Militia officers took the 
recent examination for commissions in the Naval Militia 
under the new law. They were from the Militia of every 
organization in the country, excepting those stationed 
in the District of Columbia, Louisiana, Maine, and the 
2d Battalions of Michigan, Missouri, North Carolina, 
Oregon and Rhode Island. The papers that have reached 
the Department indicate that a majority of them will 
pass. e next examination will be in April of 1916. 
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Under General Order No. 163, issued by the Paymaster 
General of the Navy on Oct. 15, the title of general 


storekeeper will be abolished. In the future officers on 
this duty will be known as supply officers. This will 
apply to navy yards as. well as the fleet. The new title 
was adopted because it is a better description of the 
duties performed by officers who were formerly known

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RECENT DEATHS. 


Brig. Gen. Henry Blanchard Freeman, U.S.A., retired, 
Civil, Indian and Spanish War veteran, and holder of a 
Congressional medal of honor for bravery on the battle- 
field, died at Douglas, Wyo., Oct. 16, 1915. General 
Freeman was born in Mount Vernon, Ohio, Jan. 17, 
1837, and enlisted in the 10th U.S. Inf., July 16, 1855. 
In July, 1861, he enlisted in the 18th U.S. Infantry and 
was appointed a second lieutenant the following October. 
He was promoted captain July 28, 1866, and was trans- 
ferred to the 27th Infantry the following September. 
He was unassigned in 1869; was assigned to the 7th Inf. 
in January, 1870; was promoted major, 16th Inf., in 
June, 1891; lieutenant colonel, 5th Inf.; colonel, 24th 
Inf., Oct. 4, 1898, and brigadier general, Jan. 16, 1901. 
He was retired for age the next day. General Freeman re- 
ceived the brevet rank of captain in 1862 for gallant and 
meritorious services in the battle of Murfreesboro, Tenn., 
and the brevet of major in 1863 for gallant and meritori- 
ous services in the battle of Chickamauga, Ga. He was 
a prisoner of war in September, 1863, and escaped from 
Libby Prison through a tunnel Feb. 14, 1864. He was 
recaptured three days later on the Appomattox river 
above City Point. He was one of the officers placed 
under fire at Charleston, S.C., in August, 1864. He 
escaped from a railroad train on the Savannah and 
Charleston Railroad, and surrendered in order to avoid 
starvation. Six days later he escaped from his prison, 
Camp Sorghum near Columbia, 8.C., and was recap- 
tured ten days later. He again escaped from prison at 
Columbia, 8.C., Feb. 14, 1865, and joined General Sher- 
man’s army. He served with the 17th Corps from that 
date to April, 1865. He was on duty with the head- 
quarters, Kilpatrick’s Cavalry Corps, from Winnsboro 
to Fayetteville, N.C. He subsequently served on the 
frontier ir the Departments of Dakota and the Platte, 
and was in the field during the Sioux outbreak, 1866-69. 
He was at Milk river, Mont., in the fall of 1871; at 
Camp Baker, Mont., from April, 1872, to July, 1875; 
and in the field in 1876-77, serving with the escort to 
the Sitting Bull Commission to Fort Walsh, Canada. In 
1894 he received the Congressional medal of honor “for 
distinguished gallantry in the battle of Stone river.” He 
voluntarily went to the front and picked up and carried 
to a place of safety, under heavy fire from the enemy, an 
acting field officer who had been wounded and was about 
to fall into the enemy’s hands on Dec. 31, 1862. His 
last active service was in Cuba and the Philippine Isl- 
ands. General Freeman married Miss Sarah DB. Darling-

We have received the following additional details to 
those given in our issue of Oct. 9, concerning the death 
of Lieut.

He had man- 
aged to fire a shotgun aimed at his breast, and the entire 
charge entered into the region of his heart. Death was 
instantaneous. we was unmarried, but relatives at 
Montevideo, Minn., were notified of his tragic death.

the remains were sent to Honolulu. The body was em- 

med and sent to his former home at Montevideo. 
Chaplain William Aiken officiated at the services, and 
Mrs. Aiken sang “Lead Kindly Light.” Honorary pall- 
bearers, all lieutenants of his company, were Virgil V. 
Enyart, Irving Phillipson, E. F. Rice, William McCul- 
lock, John Hinemon and Otis Stadler. The active pall- 
bearers were non-commissioned officers of Lieutenant 
Fosnes’s company. No motive for the suicide has yet 
been made public, though it is known that Lieutenant 
Fosnes left a letter, the contents of which have not been 


given out. His mother died four months ago and he had . 


been brooding, to some extent, since the news reached 
him. He was very popular with both officers and men 
of the regiment, as was evidenced by the wealth of 
flowers at the funeral services.

N.G., and veteran of the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War, died suddenly from heart disease at Phila- 
delphia, Pa., Oct. 15, 1915, in his fifty-seventh year. 
Colonel Dechert was a descendant of Gen. Andrew Porter 
and the son of Henry M. Dechert, a leader of the Phila- 
delphia Bar. In 1884 he enlisted in the 1st Troop, 
Philadelphia City Cavalry, and later joined the 2d Regi- 
ment of the National Guard of Pennsylvania, and became 
lieutenant colonel. He served during the Homestead riots 
and the miners’ strike in the anthracite regions.

DECISIONS BY THE COMPTROLLER. 

Capt. Charies T. Boyd, 10th Cav., U.S.A.. asked for 
a review of the action of the Auditor in disallowing his 
claim for the difference between the pay of a major and 
that of a captain of Cavalry while he was serving as 
civil governor of District of Cotabato, DP.I.. and still 
holding his appointment as major, VPihilippine Scouts. 
Captain Boyd cited as a case parallel to his that of Ist 
Lieut. J. Van Schaick, U.S.A., decided by the U.S. Court 
As to this the Comp 
troller says: “The case of Captain Boyd is not parallel 
to the case of Ist Lieutenant Van Schaick. The facts 
presented in one case materially differ from those pre 
sented in the other case. The findings of fact by the 
court are to the effect that Van Schaick while performing 
duty as civil governor of Cavite retained his connection 
with the Seouts and acted with them in restoring order. 
In the case of Captain Boyd it does not appear from the 
evidence presented that he performed duty with the 
Philippine Scouts during the period covered by bis claim, 
namely, from April 16, 1906, to July 1. 1906. The action 
of the Auditor in disallowing the claim in. this case is 
affirmed and I find and certify no difference. 

Overruling the Auditor, the Comptroller decided Oct. 
11 as follows: “Travel between the States and Alaska 
has become known and classed as travel in the United 
States for the purpose of the payment of mileage 
authorized by previous similar statutes at the time this 
egislation was enacted, and it is concluded that it was 
not the intent of Congress to exclude such travel from 
the travel for which it authorized the payment of a 
mileage travel allowance in the Act of June 29, 1906. 
The <Auditor’s decision to the effect that travel from 
Alaska to the state of Washington is not travel ‘in the 
United States’ within the meaning of that term as used 
in the Act of June 29, 1906, is disapproved.” 

The Comptroller decides that the law does not permit 
the giving of transportation to discharged naval prisoners 
to places other than their homes, even though a reduction 
in the cost of transportation will result. 

In reply to the J.A. General, U.S.A., the Comptroller 
decided that enlisted men when furloughed to the Army 
Reserve under the Act of Aug. 24, 1912. are entitled to 
receive the two cents per mile in lieu of transportation 
in kind and subsistence. in the same manner as enlisted 
men on discharge from service under the provisions of 
the same act.

OVINIONS OF JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL. 
The request of Chaplain Edward F. Brophy, C.A.C.,

Major Frank R. Lang, U.S.A., retired, is being tried 
by G.C.M. at Fort Leavenworth. The present court- 
martial is the outgrowth of one at which Major Lang 
was a defendant in a G.C.M. at Columbus Barracks a 
year ago and he is accused of committing perjury at that 
trial. He was acquitted at the trial, it is alleged, largely 


through false statements which he made then. Major 
Lang was recruiting officer at Saginaw, Mich., when the 
original charges were brought. They accused him of 


presenting false vouchers. The specific charge was that 
Major Lang had purchased a frame on which to poyt 
recruiting advertisements, paying $28 for it, and that he 
had made out a voucher calling for $42. The defense, 
in the meantime, is preparing to bring a motion to dismiss 
the case against the retired officer. It will hold that 
he was twice placed in jeopardy for the same alleged 
crime.

The Journal of the Royal Army Medical Corps (Ton- 
don), has an exceedingly interesting report on the medi- 
cal service at the battle of the Aisne. Some _ points 
demonstrated are doubtless typical of all of the large 
battles, viz.: If dressing and collecting stations are to 
be placed far enough to the rear to be safe from shell 
fire they will be useless for their purpose. Rations for 
the wounded were supposed to be drawn from their own 
units, but this proving impossible, rations were drawn 
from each brigade or direct from the supply column. At 
first all arms and equipment were handed over to the 
ordnance officer and ammunition to any passing unit, 
but this had to be modified. The slightly wounded were 
allowed to take arms and equipment with them, other- 
wise when they returned in a few days to their units 
they were without the necessary means of fighting, as the 
units kept no surplus stock. Later units learned to 
apply at the collecting stations for ammunition and 
arms. Stretchers, blankets and clothing had a tendency 
to go rapidly from the front without replenishment. 
Later each article sent down was promptly replaced 
from the rear by motor convoy.

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DEPARTMENT PLANS FOR ARMY AND NAVY. 





Approximately the personnel of the Army is to be 
increased ten per cent. and the Navy twenty per cent. 
for the first year, according to the statements given 
out at the War and Navy Departments. In his recom- 
mendations Secretary Daniels is adhering more closely 
to the policy of the General Board of the Navy than 
most of his predecessors The General Board, it is 
understood, asked for an increase of 18,000 enlisted men 
in the strength of the Navy and the Secretary only 
reduced it by 6,500; while the Secretary of War has 
almost wholly ignored tne report of the War College 
Division of the General Staff. 

In the building program the Secretary of the Navy 
followed very closely the policy of the General Board, 
although he reduced the amount of the appropriations 
in a number of instances. ‘This, no doubt, is due to the 
necessity for carrying out a plan for national defense 
at the smallest possible expense, and the same influence 
doubtless accounts for the abandonment of the War 
College’s policy by the Secretary of War. 

‘The following is the increase in the Army for two 
years which will be recommended by the Secretary of 
\War: Ten regiments of Infantry, four regiments of Field 
Artillery, fifteen companies of Engineers, fifty-two com- 
panies of Coast Artillery and five battalions of Signal 
Corps troops. This will add about 1,000 officers to the 
Army. It is stated that the Secretary will not renew 
his recommendations of last session for 1,000 additional 


oflicers, as he considers the increase required for the 
new organizations a sufficient addition to the number 
of officers in the Regular Army, 

The strength of the cadet corps at West Point will 
be raised from 626 to 770 in the recommendations of 
the Secretary. It is possible that the Secretary will 
send a supplemental estimate to Congress for a further 
increase in the corps of cadets, which may reach 1,000, 
By spending $50,000 in the modifications of the present 
buildings it is estimated that quarters could be made for 
770 cadets without new construction. 

The Secretary of War has not yet approved any plan 
for the creation of a corps of reserve officers, although 
he has a number under consideration. The problem of 
securing officers for the proposed Continental Army is 
one that is giving him concern. According to his esti- 
mates the enlistments in the Continental Army for the 
first year should reach about 135,000. If his expectations 
are realized he will need about 5,000 officers for this 
army. On account of the short period of training these 
shoud be up to the standard of the Regular Army if 
satisfactory results are to be obtained in making an 


effective and dependable force out of the proposed Conti- 
nental Army. The enlisted men of the Continentals are 
to have two months’ service in the field for three years, 
after which they are to pass into the reserves. This, 
with the National Guard added, is expected to give the 
country between 500,000 and 600,000 men in the second

A similar statement was made with 
reference to the manufacture of torpedoes at Newport 
and mines at Norfolk. ‘These cases could be multiplied,” 
said the Secretary. “Do not understand me to advocate 
monopoly by the Government in the manufacture 
of munitions. There are many things we can buy from 
private manufacturers at a reasonable price, and the 
Government should not go into many lines of manufac- 
turing. But its policy should be what I stated in my 
last report to Congress, viz., ‘No private gain in war 
preparation.’ It has been suspected in some countries 
that makers of armor and powder, guns and fighting craft 
have promoted steadily increasing equipment for giant 
navies and large armies for their personal enrichment, 
as others have practiced ‘philanthropy and five per cent.’ ” 

There is no proof that there is any just ground for 
the suspicion here suggested that the increase in arma- 
ments abroad has been the result of the activities of 
the sellers of munitions of war. This groundless state- 
ment is unworthy of one holding so high an official posi- 
tion. Has the Secretary not learned how 
Great Britain has suffered in the expenditure 
and treasure, and in the loss of prestige, because it was 
insufficiently armed, and how enormously Germany has 
gained at the expense of other Powers by the pursuit 
of a policy exactly the opposite of that recommended 
for the United States by Secretary Daniels? In the 
preparations for national defense efficiency is the chief 
consideration.

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PROGRESS OF THE WAR. 


This column under the caption “Progress of the War” 
is rightly named, for the war does progress—nowhere 
toward peace—always toward war and more war. Servia, 
Great Britain, Italy and Russia have declared war on 
Bulgaria. The British government is in the throes of 
a violent upheaval of the Cabinet, from which the 
Attorney General, Sir Edward Carson, has just resigned. 
The question of abandoning the campaign at the Darda- 
nelles is being strongly agitated. 

The new outbreak of public criticism of the government 
is due especially to the diplomatic failure in the Balkans. 
The Allies are exerting great pressure to induce Greece 
to enter the war in support of Servia, and England is 
said to have offered to give the island of Cyprus to Greece 
at once if the Hellenes will enter the war on the Allied 
side. Added to diplomatic reverses, the nation is gravely 
disappointed that the great drive in France in September 
has halted without any decisive result. Indeed, within 
the past few days the Allies have lost part of the ground 
won bota in Artois and Champagne. 


THE WESTERN THEATER OF WAR. 


The Belgian lines along the Yser were subjected to a 
terrific shelling for more than twenty-four hours pre- 
liminary to an attempt to break through. Their artillery, 
however, successfully shelled the German communicating 
trenches and broke up the attack as the infantry 
attempted to form. This battle was in the Dixmude 
region, at a place known as Death’s Highway, and the 
losses to both sides were severe. The Belgians lost and 
then won back a post on the east bank of the Yser- 
Ypres Canal. 

About Vermelles the British lost several of the 
trenches east and northeast of the village which they 
won in Septemver. They counter-attacked repeatedly, 
but were defeated with heavy loss. In the neighborhood 
of Loos British attacks won several trenches, including 
the main trench of the Hohenzollern Redoubt, and they 
have since checked determined efforts to recapture this 
position. Sir John French reports that another attack 
was made with the aid of a cloud of smoke and gas, 
which won 1,000 yards of trenches south and west of 
Hulluch, but these gains had to be abandoned under 
the shell fire of the enemy. 

North of Arras, at Neuville-St. Vaast, the French 
captured a German barricade in night fighting. They 
have consolidated and enlarged their positions in the 
Givenchy Wood. Severe artillery engagements continue 
before Loos, Vois-en-Hache and to the east of Souchez. 
Three infantry attacks were launched against the French 
positions northeast of Souchez, at Bois-en-Hache, but 
they broke down under the French curtain of fire. 

South of the Somme fighting from trench to trench 
continues in the region of Lihous, two miles west of 
Chaulnes, and about Quesnoy en Santerre. 

East of Rheims the Germans made an important attack 
on the French lines after preparation by artillery, gas 
shells and clouds of chlorine gas. Part of the positions 
were captured, but vigerous counter-attacks recovered 
some of the lost trenches. Near Prunay, southeast of 
Rheims, a German reconnoitering party captured four 
French officers, 364 men, three machine guns and three 
mine throwers. 

On the Champagne front the Germans followed up a 
terrific two days’ bombardment with a violent infantry 
attack upon the extreme left wing of the new French 
front just east of Auberive. Here they regained a foot- 
ing in their old trenches lost in the great French attack 
of Sept. 25. They captured eleven officers and 600 men 
with several machine guns. The French counter-attack 
failed. In the region of Tahure an intense artillery duel 
is continuous. 

North of Verdun German troops were repulsed when 
they attempted to occupy the craters of mines recently 
exploded between the lines. 

In the Argonne a struggle with bombs and grenades 
occurred north of Houyette as well as at Vauquois. 

In Lorraine the French lost a trench south of Leintrey 
and won a trench north of Reillon with 100 prisoners. 
In another fight here the Germans captured three officers 
and ninety men. 

In the Vosges the Germans made a powerful attack 
on a front of three miles between Rehfelsen and Sudel- 
kopf. The attack was preceded by a storm of shells of 
all calibers and of big bombs with projectiles filled with 
gasoline. They won again the trenches on the summit 
of Hartmansweilerkopf, besides some small French posts 
toward the Wuenheim road. The Germans captured 
five officers, 225 men, a revolver cannon, six machine 
guns and three mine throwers. Attacks and counter- 
attacks continue, and the French report recapturing some 
of the positions with 100 prisoners. 

German airships bombarded the stations at Charlons 
and Vitry-le-Francois. ‘Two bombs were dropped on 
Nancy. 

A French air squadron bombarded the Sablons station 
at Metz and thirty shells were dropped on ‘Treves 
(Rhenish Prussia). German hangars on an aviation 
field at Burlioncourt, northeast of Chateau Salins, were 
successfully attacked. 

The Germans report that one of their airmen recently 
shot down a French aeroplane which was the fifth victim 
within a short time of this one officer’s marksmanship. 
They recently dropped a number of bombs on the French 
fortress of Belfort. 


THE EASTERN THEATER OF WAR. 


After a period of inactivity in the northern sector 
the Germans resumed the offensive south of Riga. Rus- 
sian positions east of Mitau were captured and the 
Russians forced across the Missa River. Several hun- 
dred prisoners were taken. Two columns are operating 
beyond Mitau, and may be either in the nature of strong 
reconnoissance or the inauguration of fresh attacks 
toward Riga. 

In the Dvinsk sector fighting is continuous, although 
the Germans have made very little progress in the attack 
on this important fortification, which is of the greatest 
strategic value. Ten miles northwest of Dvinsk, in the 
neighborhood of Illuskt, a position was captured, together 
with 650 Russian prisoners and three machine guns. As 
a rule the battles in this sector show the Russians to 
be taking the initiative, and while their attempts to 
break through the German lines continually fail they 

‘asionally gain local successes and are certainly hold- 
ing the German columns ten or more miles away from 
IDvinsk. Twelve miles due south of Dvinsk, above 
Wessolowo, a severe battle favored the Germans, who 
took one officer and 444 men prisoners. 

About Smorgon the Russians have several times 
attacked, but all their efforts here failed, and the Ger- 
mans report the capture of two officers and 175 men. 

South of the Pripet region the Russians have recaptured 


several small towns with forty-three Austrian officers 
and 1,500 men. 

In Galicia, on the Strypa front, the battle lines sway 
back and forth. There has been violent fighting west 
of Trembola and Tarnopol, where heavy Russian attacks 
were defeated. On the Kormin brook and the lower Styr 
several battles seem not to have yielded advantage to 
either side, but the Russians scored a brilliant victory 
at Czartorysk, where they took 700 prisoners of the Ist 
Kronprinz Grenadiers. General Ivanoff is the aggressive 
Russian commander in this far southern sector, and it is 
possible he may make another drive at Czernowitz, the 
capital of Austrian Bukowina. This place has changed 
hands frequently within the year, and is politically im- 
portant because of its proximity to Roumania. 

Zeppelins have dropped bombs on the Remersh railway 
line north of Friedrichstadt, and have also bombarded 
Russian positions near Dvyinsk. Another attack was 
directed against the station at Minsk, where Russian 
troops were entraining. 


THE SOUTHERN THEATER OF WAR. 


On the Trentino front an Italian column stormed the 
strong position at Pregasina, the first town north of 
the frontier on the west side of Lake Garda. At night, 
under cover of a thick fog, the barbed wire entanglements 
were cut, and the next morning under heavy fire the 
attack was successfully completed. Riva, the Austrian 
city at the head of Lake Garda, is protected by a 
number of powerful outlying fortifications. After five 
months’ fighting in this sector the Italians are either at 
the frontier or barely across, as at the point just won 
at Pregasina. 

Another Italian success has been scored in the 
Giudicaria Valley, where they captured at Cima Palone 
a strong position dominating the mouth of the Daone 
Valley, taking four oflicers and seventy-six men prisoners. 

Several assaults against Austrian positions on the 
plateau of Doberdo were repulsed with severe losses. On 
Monte Nero the Italian saps are now in close contact 
with the enemy’s positions. Austrian efforts to rush 
these works were repelled with considerable loss. Two 
Italian attacks in this sector reached the Austrian 
entanglements, but could get no further. 

The Austrian positions at Gorizia and Tolmino have 
been heavily bombarded, but not otherwise attacked 

On the Carso Austrian infantry, after violent artillery 
and rifle fire, attacked with hand grenades east of Mon- 
falcone, but were driven back with severe loss. 


THE BALKAN THEATER OF WAR. 


This new campaign steadily develops and will un- 
doubtedly Shoeans one of the most important operations 
of the war. The Germans, with a force estimated at 
not less than fourteen divisions (280,000 men), are 
fighting their way south through the Morava Valley, 
while eight Bulgarian armies have crossed the frontier 
on the east of Servia in as many places. As the Bulgars 
have reached the railway the Serbs between Nish and 
Belgrade are in a position of the greatest danger. 

The casualties on both sides during the fighting along 
the Danube and the lower Morava must have been 
extremely severe. 

The German columns marching southeast from Bel- 
grade took the fortifications about Pozarevac, ten miles 
southeast of Semendria and five miles south of the 
Danube along the Morava Valley. The Austrian advance 
directly south of Belgrade cleared out Servian troops 
from entrenched positions about Avala, along the line 
of the Belgrade-Nish railway. This advance is making 
slow but steady progress, and the columns are twelve 
to fifteen miles south of Belgrade. West of Belgrade 
an Austrian army has forced its way across the Save 
River and captured Obrenovatz and Shabatz. Further 
east along the Danube the Germans suffered two defeats 
in an effort to enter the Timok Valley. The Serbs claim 
to have taken 2,300 prisoners and to have inflicted heavy 
losses on the invaders. 

Sultan Tepe and Istip have been captured by a Bul- 
garian army, which has Uskup as its objective. Two 
thousand Servians were captured with twelve cannon. 

Near the point where Servia, Roumania and Bulgaria 
meet a Bulgarian column has crossed into Servia at 
Zajeca, on the Nish-Radonyuvac railway. Another 
column captured Vranya and succeeded in cutting the 
all important railway. The Ist Bulgarian Army, under 
General Bogatcheff, has advanced rapidly by way of 
Inowo toward Miajecal and in the direction of Pirot. 
This army is evidently to attack Nish, which was until 
lately the capital, and is about forty miles away. 

At the southern extremity of the frontier between 
Servia and Bulgaria the Bulgars advanced with a force 
estimated at 40,000 men with artillery. This column 
attacked the Itarda bridge, near Valandovi, and evidently 
was intended to cut the one railway line by which Allied 
troops can be carried into Servia from Saloniki. Another 
column some miles to the north attacked from Strumitza 
toward Negotin. Serbo-French forces met the Bulgars 
near Valandovi and seem to have forced them to retreat 
on Strumnitza. News despatches through London an- 
nounced the capture by the Allies of this Bulgarian city, 
but this was not true. 

On the western frontier of Montenegro, at Grahovo, 
an Austrian attack was repulsed after severe lighting. 
One of three Austrian aeroplanes flying over the Monte- 
negrin positions fell near Plevlje, and the pilot and an 
officer were captured. 

An Allied force has been landed at Enos, on the 
Aegean Sea, where they seized the branch railway from 
Dedeagatch. Dedeagatch, a strongly fortified Bulgarian 
port, is twelve miles northwest of Enos. 

A strong Italian squadron has sailed under sealed 
orders and may be intended to blo kade Dedeagatch. 
The large Anglo-French forces landed a week ago at 
Saloniki have been in action toward Strumnitza, but 
seem now to be marking time. Meanwhile the Bulgars 
have cut the railway at several places to the north, and 
the position of the Servian army in the north grows more 
critical every day. Help long delayed will be no help 
at all. 





OPERATIONS IN THE DARDANELLES. 

As we have before indicated, the British government 
is not satisfied with the conduct of the operations in the 
Dardanelles, and it seems to be a question whether the 
loss of 96,899 officers and men up to Oct. 9 has been 
compensated for by the little gain made by the Allies 
on the end of the Gallipoli Peninsula. The British 
government apparently does not think so, for on Oct. 
19 it announced that Sir Charles Carmichael Monro 
had been appointed to suceeed Lieut. Gen. Sir Jan 
Hamilton in command of the expeditionary force at the 
Dardanelles. General Hamilton, who is a brave officer 
with an excellent record of service, was ordered to return 
to England, and pending General Monro’s arrival at 


Gallipoli, Major Gen. William Riddel Birdwood will 
command the troops temporarily. 

The total of British casualties at the Dardanelles up 
to Oct. Y, according to official figures made public in 
London Oct. 15, was 96,899. Of this total the number 
killed was 18,957, of whom 1,185 were oflicers 
Casualties of the Australasian contingents were 29,121. 
The figures given out do not tell the full story of what 
it has cost the Allies to attempt to force the Dardanelles. 
In addition to the British casualties are the losses of 
the French, concerning ahiah no official figures have been 
made public. The Turkish losses are known to have 
been very heavy, but there is nothing reliable as to the 
number, as no official reports have been made by the 
Turks as to their losses. 

For some weeks past the Allies have evidently been 
merely holding the ground they have won and have been 
unable to make a further advance. It is known that 
they are largely outnumbered by the Turkish forces, who 
have the strongest possible fortified positions on higher 
ground, and to advance further under the present condi 
tions would, it is believed, be suicidal. It is largely 
owing to the aid of artillery fire from the Allied warships, 
as seems likely, that the British and French are able to 
hold their present ground. 

The detachment of a number of the British ships from 
the Dardanelles for operations on the Bulgarian coast 
fronting the Aegean Sea and the need of troops for ser- 
vice in Servia and Bulgaria may lead to the abandonment 
of the Dardanelles operations as at present conducted. 
A vast fleet of French and British transports were in 
the harbor of Salonica some two weeks ago, and some 
of the troops landed may have been reinforcements for 
the Dardanelles, who were diverted for the Balkan 
operations. : 

It will be remembered that when it was first decided 
to attack the Dardanelles the port of Enos, in Turkey 
in Europe, now being used in the operations in the 
Balkans, was seized and a large force of Allied troops were 
landed to establish a base of operations on the mainland. 
It is likely that this base has been strengthened, and 
there have been no reports that it was abandoned. The 
strongly fortified Bulgarian port of Dedegatch is only 
twelve miles from Enos by land and sea, so the impor- 
tance of the latter port as a base in the operations 
against Bulgarian ports seems plain. 

Lieut. Gen. Hamilton, ordered relieved by Major Gen. 
Monro, is a veteran fighter of the British army, having 
seen service in the Afghan war of 1878, the Boer war 
of 1881, the Nile expedition, various campaigns in Africa 
and the South African war, in which he was chief of 
staff to Lord Kitchener. He is sixty-two years old. 
Major General Monro, who was born in 1860, was ap- 
pointed commander of an army corps last January. He 
entered the army in 1879 and served with distinction 
in South Africa in 1899-1900. Later he commanded a 
division of the Territorial force. Major General Bird- 
wood, who temporarily takes command of the British 
forces in the Dardanelles, was wounded in battle last 
May on the Gallipoli front. He has a record of splendid 
service in the Boer war, being mentioned many times in 
despatches for heroism. In that war he suffered severe 
wounds, 

Turkish despatches this week report only some minor 
skirmishes near Anafarta and Ari Burnu. Near Sedd- 
ul-Bahr on Oct. 16 the enemy in twenty-four hours, it is 
said, fired more than a thousand sheils, but without effect. 





NO ENGAGEMENTS ON ITALIAN SOIL. 
R. Consolato Generale d'Italia, New York, 
Oct. 19, 1915. 
To THE EbDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

In accordance with the instructions of my government, 
I shall be obliged if you will kindly rectify the statement 
which appeared in your issue of Sept. 18 last, under 
the heading, “The Progress of the War—Southern 
Theater of the War.” 

In said article you stated that several small engage- 
ments had taken place at Pizzo Recastello, Upper Tirano 
and Monte Marone between Italian and Austrian troops. 
You further stated that all of these places are in the 
region of “Lake Iseo,” west of Lake Garda, inferring 
from that that Austrian troops had penetrated into 
Italian territory. 

As a matter of fact none of these engagements occurred 
in the region of “Lake Iseo” and none of said places is 
situated in said region. The engagements to which you 
refer took place at Pizzo Re Di Castello (and not at 
Pizzo Recastello), which is located in Val di Daone, in 
Southwestern Trentino; at Upper Tiarno (and not at 
Upper Tirano), which is located in Val di Ledro, also 
in Southwestern Trentino; at Monte Maronia (and not 
at Monte Marone), which is also located in the Trentino, 
east of Rovereto. 

All of these engagements having thus occurred in 
territory which before the present war belonged politically 
to the Austro-Hungarian monarchy, your reference to an 
Austrian invasion of Italian territory is evidently in- 
correct. 

Owing to the similarity of the names in question the 
error is possibly due to a mistake in the transmission 
of the news.

Errors in names such as those to which Consul General 
Fara Forni calls attention occur even in the transmission 
of official despatches, upon which our reports of the war 
are based as far as possible, and it is frequently difficult 
to locate even on the most reliable maps small places 
insignificant except for their relation to important mili- 
tary operations. Our comment upon the Tyrolean fight- 
ing early in September was based upon apparently 
authentic despatches, giving names of places where 
outpost fighting was alleged to have occurred which 
corresponded with neighborhoods some miles inside the 
Italian frontier; whereas, as the Consul General notes, 
the terrain intended was actually in Southern Trentino. 

We are glad to have the high authority of the Italian 
government for the correction of these errors, which 
cannot always be avoided in the existing system of trans- 
mitting intelligence.—EDITOR.

A message from the commandant, navy yard, Puget 
Sound, reports that those who were injured in the recent 
explosion at the Cordova station are improving satis- 
factoriiy. The commandant states that D. L. Barry, 
the navy yard coppersmith, was severely burned and was 
at first not expected to live, but on the evening of Oct. 
16 the critical stage was believed to have passed and he 
is now expected to recover.

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Max Szwajkowski, machinist’s mate, first class, are doing 
well. Eight others are reported to have been slightly 
injured in the explosion. 
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S. RECOGNIZES CARRANZA GOVERNMENT 
Secretary of State Lansing announced on Oct. 19, 
1915, that formal recogniiion of the party under General 
Carranza as the de facto government of Mexico had been 
made, 





Notes from the seven governments participating in the 
Pan-American conference were sent to Sefor Eliso 
Arredondo, representative of General Carranza to the 
United States Government. General Carranza received 
official notification from the United States of his recogni- 
tion on Oct. 20 through J. W. Belt, of the State Depart- 
ment. It was delivered to him in Torreon. General 
Carranza said that fighting is still going on in Mexico 
and that he will not call for an election until peace has 
been re-established in all parts of the country. He said 
that this might be a year. During that time General 
Carranza proposes to maintain a pre-constitutional form 
of government. General Carranza denied that there had 
been any persecution of religionists in any of the terri- 
tory controlled by the Carranzistas, and there will be 
none, he said, during his administration. 

Mr. Arredondo received letters from the Ambassadors 
of Argentina, Brazil and Chile and the Ministers of 

folivia, Uruguay and Guatemala, as well as from the 
United States. It is supposed that he is to be either 
Maxton Ambassador at Washington or Minister of 
Foreign Relations in Carranza’s Cabinet. Doubtless 
many European governments, as well as Japan, will wel- 
come an opportunity to resume diplomatic relations with 
someone in responsible authority in Mexico to whom 
claims can be presented. 

An embargo on shipment of arms and munitions to 
Mexico was issued by President Wilson on Oct. 20. The 
embargo proclamation was immediately followed by in- 
structions to the Treasury Department to grant excep- 
tions to the embargo in favor of the Carranza government 
and for shipments intended for industrial purposes to 
territory under Carranza’s control. The embargo, there- 
fore, will be restricted to the area in northwestern 
Mexico controlled by the Villa forces. New Orleans 
bankers announced on Oct. 20 that as a result of the 
recognition of the Carranza government they closed con- 
tracts to lend $10,000,000 in gold to the Mexican adminis- 
tration. It also was announced that arrangements had 
been made to handle the entire Mexican sisal crop through 
New Orleans; that the sisal operators of Yucatan and 
Campeche were to erect a million dollar manufacturing 
plant at New Orleans for the purpose of handling their 
raw product, and that Mexican capitalists were to 
establish a new transportation line of pte six steam- 
ships between New Orleans and Mexican Gulf ports. 

President Wilson's embargo on the shipment of arms 
and ammunition to Mexico is based upon the authority 
conferred by Congress in 1912, and follows closely the 
terms of President Taft’s proclamation, issued when the 
revolution was on against Madero. 

Mexican bandits on Oct. 18 attacked a south-bound 
passenger train on the St. Louis, Brownsville and Mexico 
Railroad near Olmito, seven miles north of Brownsville, 
Texas, and the passengers were robbed. The train was 
wrecked and the bandits, twenty Mexican followers of 
Luis de la Rosa, a revolutionary leader, killed two men, 
mortally wounded enother and injured less seriously four 
other persons and escaped into Mexico. The dead were 
Corporal McBee, 3d U.S. Cav., and H. H. Kendall, who 
was pinned beneath - _ engine when it left the rails. 
The injured are Dr. W. McCain, Deputy State Health 
Officer at Brownsville, RiP mortally injured; Harry 
J. Wallis, shot in arm; R. Woodhall, fireman, scalded 
and bruised; Claude J. Brishear, Troop A, 6th U.S. 
Cav., shot in jaw; and C. II. Laymon, Troop D, 3d 
Cav., shot in neck and leg. The troopers, who were 
passengers on the train, fought the bandits after the 
holdup. Military and civilians went in pursuit of the 
bandits. 

In a fight with Mexican bandits at Ojo de Agua, Texas, 
Oct. 21, pont U.S. soldicrs, five Mexicans and one 
Japanese ere killed, and eight U.S. soldiers were 
wounded. “Phe Japanese had apparently been shot in 
the fight, but there is nothing to indicate that he belonged 
to the raiders. The official telegram from Major Gen. 
Frederick Funston, commanding the United States Army 
patrol along the border, received at Washington Oct. 21 
from Vort Sam Houston, Texas, told of the fight as 
follows: “Following a tommy! A report of action at Ojo 
de Agua sent by wireless % Captain McCoy from Mis- 
sion, Texas, received here 7:30 a.m. Oct. 21: Detach- 
ment of Troop G, 3d Cavales, Wireless Section Company 
D, Signal Corps, guarding the Mexican village, attacked 
by large band Mexican raiders at 2 a.m. Enemy driven 
off, five killed already found in darkness. On my arrival 
with relieving troops, Scott and Bane, 6th Cav., they 
scattered in chaparral between here and river; detach- 
ments in pursuit. Sergeant Schaffer, Troop G, 8d Cav.; 
1st Class Privates Joyce and McConnell, Co. D, Signal 
Corps, killed in action. The following wounded: Privates 
Bowner, Behr, Langlands, Kubly, all of Troop M, 3d 
Cav.; 1st Class Sergeant Smith and Corporal Cansler, 
Signal Corps. Following just this moment received by 
wire from Captain Wells, Mission: In addition to radio 
of Captain McCoy this morning, Private Shallenback, 
Troop G, 3d Cav., and Steward, Co. D, Signal Corps, 
found wounded.” 





AVIATION NOTES. 

Lieut. H. A. Dargue, U.S.A., representing the Aero 
Club of America, will fly a Martin seaplane equipped 
with an 80 horsepower Curtiss motor in the competition 
for the Curtiss Trophy for 1915. There are five prizes 
of $1,000 for five yearly contests. The contest this year 
will be open until sunset of Oct. 31, when the aviator 
having the greatest number of miles covered in a _ ten- 
hour flight to his credit will be awarded the $1,000 cash 
prize, and the club represented by him will become for 
one year the holder of the handsome trophy, symbolizing 
the supremacy of wings over the elements. The only 
conditions are that the aviator must be a member of an 
aero club and the holder of an Aero Club of America 
pilot certificate. There are now nine entries. 

The aeroplane for which Miss Lyra Brown Nickerson, 
of Rhode Island, recently sent to the National Aero- 
plane Fund a $7,500 check, will go to the Militia of 
that state. The gift has been transmitted to Governor 
R. Livingston Beeckman, of Rhode Island, who has been 
advised by Mr. Alan R. Hawley, president of the Aero 
Club of America, that the executive board having charge 
of the fund has decided to allow an additional $500 to 
go toward a special fund of $2,500 for meeting the gen- 


eral expenses of starting an aviation corps. Whether 
the aeroplane shall be given to the National Guard or 
the Naval Militia will be left to the decision of Gover- 
nor Beeckman. Thomas A. Edison, chairman of the 
Naval Advisory Board, is among the latest subscribers 
to the National Aeroplane Fund, to which $40,762 in 
cash <“~ seven aeroplanes have been contributed. 

The Aero Club of America calls attention to the fact 
that the proposed plans to improve our land defenses 
provide for only four aviation squadrons, and that if no 
substantial provision is made to give aviation corps to 
the Militia of the different states, we would still be 
aerially unprepared by 1917. Mr. Hawley, president of 
the club, has written to Secretary Garrison regarding 
the prospects of getting sufficient aeroplanes for the Army 
and the National Guard. He says: ‘Provision for only 
four squadrons is utterly inadequate, unless the pro- 
vision for aeroplanes for the Militia is sufficient to offset 
the deficiency in the Army. In these days when nations 
provide their armies with thousands of aeroplanes the 
people of this country cannot help feeling alarmed at 
the possibility of there being insufficient provision for 
our air service. Those interested in the development of 
military aeronautics have noticed with considerable con- 
cern that the last Congress did not realize that aero- 
planes should be considered as ‘consumables,’ requiring 
continuous overhauling and replacing. Congress con- 
sidered them as ‘fixtures,’ and failed to provide the 
necessary means for upkeep, and for replacing aeroplanes 
which wore out. As a result we have less than ten 
aeroplanes in commission in the Army.” 

Mr. William K. Vanderbilt, of New York, has sent 
to the National Aeroplane Fund, instituted by the Aero 
Club of America, a check for $1,000 to be applied to 
the development of aviation corps for the National Guard 
of New York state. This brings the total available for 
the Aviation Corps of the State up to $12,250. At the 
request of Major General O’Ryan, commanding N.G.N.Y., 
the Aero Club has appointed a special committee to 
co-operate in organizing: an aviation section, composed 
of Messrs. Alan R. Hawley, president of the club; W. 
Redmond Cross and Henry Woodhouse, governors, and 
R. C. Bolling, a member. 

PANAMA-PACIFIC HORSE SHOW. 

The horse show of Sept. 30 to Oct. 13, 1915, was held 
under the direction of the Department of Live Stock, 
Panama-Pacific International Exposition, and 1st Lieut. 
Lewis Brown, jr., Ist Cav., was in charge of all military 
events connected therewith. It was originally planned 
to have teams of officers to represent all the European 
countries; the war preventing, it was then decided to 
have teams come from the various U.S 





s. Army divisions. 

A team consisting of Capts. Conrad 8S. Babcock, 10th

COURT-MARTIAL OF REAR ADMIRAL LITTLE. 

The trial by general court-martial of Rear Admiral 
William N. Little, U.S.N., retired, on charges involving 
neglect and careless methods in the conduct of his duties 
while inspector of machinery at the Fore River Ship- 
building Company, Quincy, Mass., in connection with 
the construction of the submarine, U.S.S. K-2, which 
we apnounced last week had been ordered, was directed 
to convene at the navy yard, Boston, Mass., on Oct. 18. 
At the request of Rear Admiral Little, and in order to 
give him time to prepare his case, the meeting of the 
court has been postponed until Monday, Nov. 1. The 
urt is composed of the following members: Rear Ad- 
wieal Bradley A. Fiske, Rear Admiral James M. Helm, 
Rear Admiral Wythe M. Parks, Rear Admiral Walter F. 
Worthington, Rear Admiral Albert Gleaves, Rear Ad- 
miral Herbert O. Dunn, Paymr, Gen. Thomas J. Cowie, 
and of Lieut. Comdr. Alfred W. Johnson, U.S.N., as 
judge advocate, 

The charges against Admiral Little have resulted from 
trouble which has recently been experienced with storage 
batteries of submarines of the K class—in this instance 
the K-2. The source of trouble in vessels of this class 
has been the subject of close investigation by the Navy 
Department. As a result of this investigation the De- 
partment has been led to believe that the inspection of 
the K-2, while building at the Fore River Shipbuilding 
Company, was not conducted with sufficient care and 
thoroughness, and accordingly has directed that Admiral 
Little, who was responsible for the proper inspection of 
this vessel, be tried by court-martial. The action of the 
Department in this case of ordering the trial by general 
court-martial of an officer, who has been retired after 
attaining the highest naval rank, on charges relating to 
duties performed prior to retirement, is somewhat radi- 
al. It can be accounted for only as an evidence of the 
Department’s determination that the inspection of ships 
under construction for the Navy shall be conducted with 
the — st care and thoroughness. 

The following is an extract from a letter of the Judge 
Advoc bs General, written at the direction of the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, to Rear Admiral William N. Little, 
retired, of 547 Riverside Drive, New York city, and is 
dated Oct, 1, 1915. It has reference to the inspection by

The 
U.S.S. K-2 was authorized by an Act of Congress June 
24, 1910, and was delivered to the Navy Department at 
the Boston Navy Yard on Jan. 30, 1914. 
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So busy is the Lak« Torpedoboat Company, of Bridge 
port, Conn., with orders that it has been found necessary 
io purchase thirty lots and seventeen tenement houses 
adioining its plant at the foot of Seaview avenue. The 
company has begun to establish a new shipyard for the 
building of submarines, destroyers and. fast cruisers for 
foreign governments. It also has let a contract for the 
n of a large new machine shop in its No. 1 ship- 
vard. The decision to take foreign contracts is a change 
in the policy of the company. The company will manu- 


facture parts of submarines, destroyers or cruisers to ship 
to Canada, where they can be assembled and shipped 
abroad. This will keep within the neutrality law. 





NAVAL ITEMS 

The Missouri, Wisconsin and Ohio were placed in 
reserve at the navy yard, Philadelphia, Oct. 15. 

The submarines G-1, G-2, G-4, E-1, D-1, D-2 and D-3 
accompanied by the monitors Tonopah and Ozark as 
tenders and by the destroyer Columbia as flagship, ar- 
rived on Oct. 18 at the submarine base at New London, 
Conn. 

The Navy Department has directed the commandant 
of the naval station at Honolulu to send a vessel to 
Midway to take castaways of the American schooner 
O. M. Kellogg, of San Francisco, to Honolulu. The 
schooner Kellogg had been lost on Maro Reef about Sept. 
24 and the crew reached Laysan Island in the ship's 
boat, and there borrowed a sloop, with which they sailed 
to Midway. 

The transfer of the recruit depot of the U.S. Marine 
Corps from Norfolk, Va., to Port Royal, S.C., makes 
necessary a change of station of Capts. E. R. Beadle, E. 
L.. Bigler and H. N. Manney, jr., Ist Lieut. P. A. Capron 
and 2d Lieuts. D. L. 8S. Brewster and L. H. Miller and 
some 750 enlisted men, including about 450 recruits under 
instruction. The U.S.S. Prairie was ordered to take the 
officers and men to Vort Royal.

A telegram has been received from the commandant 
of the navy yard, Norfolk, reporting the collision of the 
U.S.S. Arethusa with a steamer at anchor near Craney 
Island Light. The commandant reports -that the star 
board bow of tue Arethusa has been damaged. No details 
have as yet been furnished the Department, but a board 
has been ordered and a full investigation will be made. 

A new sample cap for the U.S. Marine Corps is under 
consideration. It consists of a skeleton frame, including 
visor, and blue band with red piping corresponding to 
the present blue cap, and detachable blue, white and khaki 
crowns are provided with it that can be attached and 
detached. The new cap will make unnecessary the use 
of a wiite cover over it, as now, which adds to its weight. 

Secretary Redfield has ordered that the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey vessels Gedney and McArthur be con- 
demned and sold as being unfit for further use by the 
Government. They have been engaged in work on the 
l’acitic coast. 

In hope of reducing the roll of vessels in a heavy sea, 
particularly of submarines and of the torpedoboat and 
destroyer class, a gyroscope will be installed in tlre sub- 
marine G-4. She has been ordered to New York for 
the installation of the gyroscope and a series of experi- 
ments to test the efficiency of the device will be made. 

The officers and crew of the U.S.S. Georgia were 
mustered aft at 11 a.m. Oct. 12 in the harbor of Newport, 
R.1., in the presence of Admiral F. F. Fletcher, com- 
mander-in-chief Atlantic Fleet; Vice Admiral H. TT. 
Mayo, commander . Battleship Squadrons, U.S. Atlantic 
k leet ; capti iins of all battleships present and four oflicers 
from each battleship, and Capt. ‘Thomas Snowden, com- 
manding the U.S.S. Wyoming, the late trophy ship, 
presented to Capt. Joseph W. Oman, commanding the 
U.S.S. Georgia, the Navy Department’s gunnery trophy, 
which had been awarded to the U.S.S. Georgia for the 
gunnery year 1914-15. Captain Oman, commanding the 
Georgia, then read complimentary letters from the Navy 
Department and Rear Admiral D. W. Coffman, command- 
ing the Third Division of the fleet, after which the 
commander-in-chief made a few complimentary remarks 
on the past work of the Georgia, and Capt. Thomas 
Snowden, commanding the U.S.S. Wyoming, in giving 
up the trophy praised the excellent shooting of the 
Georgia and congratulated her officers and men upon 
the work done, which was necessary to take the trophy 
from the U.S.S. Wyoming. ‘The Georgia attained a final 
merit of 88.247 in the gunnery competitions for the year 
ending June 39,1915. This is the highest merit attained 
by any of the vessels competing in the battleship class. 

One important lesson of the recent war game of the 
Atlantic Fleet, it is said, is that torpedoboat destroyers 
cannot be effectively used as substitutes for scout cruisers 
in an endeavor to locate ar enemy. Admiral Fletcher, 
commanding the home fleet, had no scout cruisers, just as 
the Atlantic Fleet actually has no up to date or adequate 
number of vessels of the scout cruiser class. He attempted 
to use destroyers as a substitute. They failed to locate 
the approach of the enemy fleet, whereas the enemy scouts 
did find Admiral Fletcher and theoretically destroyed his 
fleet in a night torpedo attack. The destroyers have too 
low a cruising radius and they cannot make high speed 
in a heavy sea as can the large, up to date scout cruiser. 

In our issue of Sept. 4, 1915, page 19, was an item, 
as told in newspaper despatches, as to the finding of the 
wreckage of the United Fruit steamer Marowijne that 
in some respects was incorrect. The facts as we have 
now officially received them were as follows: The 
wreckage was found by the U.S.S. Jupiter in the vicinity 
of the “Northern Shelves,” some shoals having from three 
to eleven fathoms on them. These shoals are on the 
northern edge of Campeche Bank. In order to have the 
wreckage taken to New Orleans promptly, so as to have 
it identified py the company, Lieut. Comdr. ¢ Kempff, 
commanding the Jupiter, arranged to meet the S.S. 
Suriname off Alacran Reef, and there turned the 
wreckage over to her for transportation to New Orleans. 
It was the fact that the Suriname brought the wreckage 
in that probably caused the error in the newspaper 
despatches. 

Rear Admiral Austin M. Knight, U.S.N., commandant 
of the Narragansett Bay Naval District, and Capt. Roger 
Welles, ULS.N.. commanding ojlicer of the Naval Train- 
ing Station, made references to a possible change from 
Newport as a bnse for the Atlantic Fleet if conditions 
at Newport are not remedied. They intimated this at 
a mass meeting arranged Oct. 18 by the Rev. Stanley 
Carnaghan Hughes, rector of Trinity Church; Frederick 
I’. Garrettson, Newport’s former Mayor, and others. The 
Rev. Mr. Hughes. who has headed a private investiga- 
tion, read affidavits of detectives which described illicit 
liquor saloons, gambling dens and scores of disorderly 
iEx-Representative William Paine Sheffield and 
Harry A. Titus, president of the Newport Board of 
Tirade, also spoke on local conditions. As a result of 
the meeting there is a probability that Newport will be 
cleaned up. 
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British submarines operating in the Baltic Sea have

G.O. 159, AUG., 25, 1915, NAVY DEPT. 
DEFINITION OF COAST AND FLEET SUBMARINES. 

1. In order to avoid confusion of terms the following defini 
tions of coast and fleet submarines is published: 

A “coast submarine’ is one which is designed to operate 
habitually from a base, able to go out several hundred miles 
and lie on station, and to co-operate upon occasion with the 
fleet when it is in the neighborhood of the submarine base, but 
without the high surface speed and endurance necessary to 
enable it to accompany the fleet in offensive operations. 

A ‘fleet submarine’ is one having combatant qualities supe 
rior to those of the coast submarines and having sufficient sur- 
face speed anc endurance to maneuver with and accompany 
the battle fleet in offensive strategic movements involving long 
distances as well as in tactical movements in the presence of 
the enemy.

1. G.O. 105 is hereby canceled 
2. As reimbursement to travelers can only be made in such 


amounts as the Government would have paid had the transpor 
tation been officially requested, it is directed that transporta- 
tion requests be used whenever practicable for officers (en- 
titled to receive actual traveling expenses only), enlisted men 
of the Navy, Naval Reserve and Naval Militia, and all civilians 
traveling on official business of the Navy Department. 

3. Such inspection officers, recruiting officers, ete., as are 
not located conveniently to a transportation issuing officer will 
request, from the Bureau of Navigation, a supply of blank 
transportation requests and authority to use same. Transporta- 
tion requests and mileage or scrip books will not be used jointly 


to cover through journeys within the following districts: Trunk 
Line Association, Trans-Continental Passenger Association,

4. The use of mileage or scrip books will be limited to 

(a) Officers under orders entitling them to actual expenses 
for repeated travel in one locality or district.

In making details of officers as members of examining boards 
for officers of tne N.G.N.Y., Major General O'’Ryan, command- 
ing the division, in general orders says, in part: “No profession 
requires a higher standard of honor, a wider scope of knowl- 
edge, a more ready adaptability to new conditions, a stronger 
ique and greater personal courage. These necessary attri 
butes are fundamental, and are qualifications additional to the 
professional and technical knowledge required by regulations 
Under existing regulations the examination on subjects of gen 
eral education is limited to candidates for first commission 
and as the commanding officers in our service come from those 
who have passed this prescribed educational examination for 
first commission, the importance of limiting commissions to 
those who possess the general education necessary for com 
mand becomes apparent Many men of excellent general edu 
cation lack the decision, aptitude or physical vigor necessary for 
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command, and should not be passed. Manv men of physical 
vigor, decision and liking for the military service and possessing 
experience as enlisted men, lack the broad general education 
which is so necessary a possession for the commissioned offi 
cer. Such candidates should be rejected. No plea of organiza- 
tion expediency should be permitted to influence examining 
boards in their decision as to the qualifications of a candidate 
for commission or promotion. Better vacancies in a high class 
commissioned personnel than the presence of those who will 
prove deficient in time of stress. The nature of service in 
aid of the civil authorities is more complex than national ser 
vice in time of war. The experience of the National Guard 
shows that service in aid of the civil authorities permits no 
additional preparation or training as does service for the Fed- 
eral Government. Such service is more trying, requires greater 
tact and resourcefulness, absolute impartiality, and a more 
ready knowledge of the civil and the military law. It offers 
no glory and holds no reward for duty well performed, except 
the consciousness which comes from such performance. Qualifi 
cations for commission and promotion therefore should be cor 
respondingly exacting.”

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IN THE TEXAS ‘‘VALLEY.’’ 
Harlingen, Texas, Oct. 11, 1915. 
This section of South Texas, which is 848 miles from Gal 
veston and fifty-two miles from Brownsville, is called ‘‘The 








Valley’’; just why no one seems able to explain, except that 
in a southwesterly direction the Rio Grande River winds to

there are no mountains to speak of in this part of the state. 

By 
frequent risings of the river the tall embankments have been 
formed after many years.
